On New Theatre 

Mayor To Take Another Poll in 
West Newton 


As the result of the appearance of 
a delegation of West Newton citizens 
at tile Mayor's office on Wednesday 
morning in protest of I lie grunting of 
tile much discussed motion picture 
theatre license in West Newton May- 
or Weeks lias deferred announcement 
on the matter a few days. Prior to 
making Ills decision the executive of- 
fice will take another poll of Ward 
3 residents. Recently a poll was 
taken under the Mayor's direction with 
post cards being sent to every sixth 
name on the polling list. Of the one 
thousand cards sent tint those re- 
turned showed a great majority in 
favor of the project. In Precinct 1 
the vote was 128 la favor and 14 
against; In Precinct 2. 134 voted In 
favor and 28 against while in the 
third precinct of the ward there were 
no dissenting votes In the 31 cards re- 
turned. The total figures of the cross- 
section vote thus obtained were 293 
advocating the granting of the per- 
mit and only 42 opposed. Some of the 
ministers have objected to the thea- 
tre because of the fact that Sunday 
afternoon and evening performances 
will be necessary. One of the prin- 
cipal arguments in favor of the theatre 
is the resulting benefit to the mer- 
chants of the village through increased 
patronage. 

Many clubs, and organizations op- 
posed a similar project two years ago 
and have taken no vote since. The 
Mayor, who Is known to tie favorable 
to the matter, informed the delega- 
tion Wednesday that he would make 
every effort to determine the senti- 
ment of the community and would he 
guided by these facts rather than by 
his personal feelings.

Want Newton Milk 

To Be Pasteurized 

Small Dealer* Object At Hearing 
tin Monday 

A bearing was held Monday after- 
noon in City Hall by the Board of 
Health on the proposed order which 
will compel all milk sold in this city 
after August 1st to be pasteurized. Dr. 
Curtis, chairman of the Board, states 
that the proposed change will affect 
only a few of the smaller dealers, as 
all the milk sold In tills city Is pas- 
teurized except about 1300 quarts. The 
Board of Health contends that raw 
milk is dangerous as it Is apt to 
spread disease. The only milk which 
would not have to be pasteurized is 
certified milk. Present at the hear- 
ing to object were Allan McNeil, a 
Wellesley dealer. Mrs. Jeremiah Sulli- 
van of Dover, whose husband is a 
milk dealer in that town. Frank and 
John Hurley of Newton Centre who 
have been milk dealers for over 40 
years, and Gustave Ulmer of Newton 
Centre who lias been a customer of 
the Hurley Brothers during that long 
period and who still wants to obtain 
milk in its natural state. 

Mr. McNeil argued that if the small 
dealers who produce milk nearby are 
compelled to pasteurize their milk. 
“Certified Milk" should also be pas- 
teurized. Mrs. Sullivan contended that 
the proposed rule will he a hardship 
on small dealers. The Hurley broth- 
ers called attention to the fact that 
their milk has been of high quality 
and has never been responsible for 
any sickness to their customers who 
have used it during the more than 
two-score years it has been sold in 
tills city. 


bishop McConnell at 
CHANNING CHURCH 


Bisliop Francis J. McConnell. Pres- 
ident of the Federal Council of 
Churches In America will deliver the 
sermon in the ‘Union Lenten Series, 
next Sunday evening at the Channlng 
Church. 

Bishop McConnell is recognized as 
one of tlie foremost religious leaders 
In the world today. His name is known 
in all religious circles, and like all 
great leaders he is not thought of as 
a member of any particular denomina- 
tion, but of the whole church. 

Dr. S. Pnrkes Cadman. when asked 
to name the two greatest preachers 
in America, named the late George A. 
Gordon of Bostdn and Bisliop McCon- 
nell. When the Christian Century took 
a canvass among its readers to name 
the twenty-five greatest preachers in 
America, Bishop McConnell was 
among the very first named. 

When a leading Rabbi introduced 
him in Pittsburg recently he said, 
"Bisliop McConnell is the most influen- 
tial man of the present age. and more 
than any other represents the prophets 
of God." 


To Break Ground For New South 

Side Junior High School Soon 

To Accommodate Over Eleven Hundred Students When Ready 
For Use In September, 1931 


Newton's new South Side Junior 
High School, the first of the major 
building projects put forward by May- 
or Sinclair Weeks, will be started 
soon. Ground will be broken this 
spring and the school, which is de- 
signed to accommodate more than 
1100 students, will be ready for the 
opening of the 1931 school season. 

The new Junior High School will be 
located In the heart of a fine residen- 
tial district, about midway between 
Newton Cerltre and Newton High- 
lands. The site covers an area ap- 
proximately 11 acres of well drained, 
nearly level meadow and on the south- 
westerly end of this lot the new 
school will be erected. A standard 
football gridiron and an equally large 
girls’ hockey field, at least one stand- 
ard baseball diamond and four tqnnis 
courts will be laid out on the re- 
mainder of the land. 

Two well equipped Junior High 
Schools — the Levi Warren School in 
West Newton and the Frank A. Day 
School in Newton — have a prominent 
part in Newton's extensive school sys- 
tem and the new Junior High School 
on the South side of the city will meet 
the demands of the section of the city 
which Is growing fastest. 

The new school is being designed by 
Messrs. Henry & Richmond, Archi- 
tects, successors to Guy Lowell, under 
the direction of the City's Public 
Buildings Commissioner. Cecil C. 
Chadwick. In describing the new 
building, the architects state that the 
structure will be "shaped not unlike 
a truncated letter V", the two princi- 
pal streets adjacent to the building. 
Rowena road and Hereward road, 
converging toward the main front of 
the building. The two lateral wings 
containing class rooms extend, one 
northerly, the other, easterly parallel- 
ling the streets, and the large cen- 
tral wing containing the auditorium, 
gymnasium, cafeteria and locker 
rooms, extends northeasterly between 
the two. 

These three diverging wings assure 
copious lighting of all rooms, many 
of which receive their light from a 
northerly direction. The equable qual- 
ity of northerly light has long been 
considered the most desirable for class 
rooms where the student work re- 
quires optical concentration. The eye 
strain is at a minimum under these 
conditions. 

The piaiti entrance is at the central 
key location of the plan and is marked 


by the dominating tower. The angle 
entrances are nearest the public high- 
way approaches and serve to distrib- 
ute the students to their home room 
locations by the minimum travel. All 
rear entrances open directly upon the 
playground area; no through streets 
lie nearby and great freedom of move- 
ment between the building and any 
part of the play field Is assured at a 
location entirely remote from vehicu- 
lar traffic. This obviously promotes 
the safety of the children and mini- 
mizes the difficulty of supervising 
their recreation in the open spaces. 

The architectural style is a simpli- 
fied form of English Scholastic Gothic, 
perhaps best exemplified in England 
at Magdalen College. Oxford, and else- 
where at Oxford and Cambridge. 

The walls are of waterstmek brick 
trimmed with the minimum of warm 
buff colored stone and accented with 
vertical elements as demanded by the 
architectural composition, here and 
there by buttresses, occasionally by 
gables and simple turrets. The roof 
is of asbestos tiles of rough texture 
and In a variety ot shades, harmoni- 
ously blended. The floors and all prin- 
cipal partitions are of fireproof con- 
struction based upon a steel frame. 

* The interiors are. for the most part, 
extremely simple, as is fitting. The 
main entrance halls and stairways are 
treated with architectural dignity and 
such rooms as the Auditorium, the Li- 
brary are given treatment in panels 
and simple mouldings to such extent 
only as is essential to a well-groomed 
aspect. 

Linoleum prevails as a floor cover- 
ing because of its many and well- 
proven advantages, among which are 
cleanliness, resiliency, quiet, durabil- 
ity. and dignity of appearance. 

Hard plaster ceilings are avoided

When President Hoover character- 
ized the 18th amendment ns “an ex- 
periment, noble in its character" he 
stated a fact more clearly than it has 
ever been stated before. That is just 
what It is, noble because it was con- 
ceived in a desire to further tlie pro- 
gress of mankind. Viewed from any 
standpoint Hie motive behind prohibi- 
tion was the sincere desire to better 
the country and to nliolish an evil 
which has been recognized for cen- 
turies. 

Anything intended to ameliorate suf- 
fering, poverty, brutality and corrup- 
tion is noble whether It succeeds or 
not. Man lias drunk alcohol in some 
form or other since the world began. 
Regrettable as it may be we must 
admit that tlie love of alcdhol is in- 
grained in tlie human nice and that 
love cannot lie eradicated in a decade. 

Tlie act was passed as a war-time 
measure when people were willing to 
make sacrifices. That willingness has 
not continued. Tlie sacrifice is no less 
desirable on account of peace but tlie 
necessity of making it seems more 
vague. There are men who enjoy 
drinking occasionally who are willing 
to give it up entirely if it will benefit 
the race. There are men who have 
given it up for that very reason. But 
there are other men who put whiskey 
before America and their own gratifi- 
cation before their duty. 

It is evident that if the people de- 
sired prohibition they could have it. 
it is evident that there Is a considera- 
ble class of people who are deter- 
mined that prohibition shall be a fail- 
ure even if tlie United States fails 
along with it. 

There are those who charge that 
prohibition is unenforceable. And they 
are determined to prove their charge 
by making it so. Kven to the extent 
of shaking tlie faith of the people in 
their own government are they willing 
lo place all tlie difficulties possible in 
the way of enforcement. They are 
willing to see our courts besmirched, 
our police corrupted, our bootleggers 
and gangsters unmolested. 

Our noble experiment is being made 
a mockery of, it is becoming a football 
of politics and a danger to tlie minds 
and morals of men and women. 

Prohibition is a now element in life 
but it cannot be abandoned without 
abandoning principles which have 
made tills country great. It cannot be 
abandoned without admitting that we 
are impotent as a nation against the 
cohorts of rum; that we have met the 
enemy and we are theirs. Us aban- 
donment means a breakdown of our 
government. 

Half through the Civil War Abra- 
ham Lincoln proclaimed the freedom 
of the slaves. Thenceforth there was 
no turning back. We had lo free the 
slaves in fact as well as by proclama- 
tion. Failure to do so meant disrup- 
tion and a broken government. 

We are in just us groat a crisis to- 
day. Onslaughts against prohibition, 
bused on nullification, are treason. It 
may have been u mistake in tlie first 
place, but It was an honest mistake 
and we can't turn back. The experi- 
ment must succeed or chaos will reign. 

Make no mistake about it. Take 
sober thought. If you value your 
country above your appetite, if you 
want to see government by the people 
prevail, if you want law and order up- 
held, have no traffic with those who 
counsel disobedience. 

After all how important is It that 
liquor be obtainable? Isn't there more ! 
Important tilings in life than that? We I 
<an survive without it anil bo better 1 
off without It, but when we full to 
support government by putting stum- 
bling blocks In its way we are truly 
endangering our lives, liberties and 
happiness. — Wu reham Conner.

A 
history of Hie business since his en- 
gagement shows that lie was used as 
a camouflage, to lull to rest the tre- 
mendous hostility of cleun-minded 
men and women, for there has been 
no change in their policy of turning 
out demoralizing 111ms. And NOW. 
eight years after Ills employment, by 
agreeing among themselves to elimi- 
nate obscenity, crime, irreverence, et 
fieteru, they plead guilty to the presen- 
tation in the past, of those very acts. 

You will notice, however, that no 
mention is made of withdrawing tlie 
offensive dims with which the world 
Is already Hooded. You will notice 
farther that there are loopholes in 
wlmt they seem to promise to elimi- 
nate, largo enough to drive an eight 
horse truck through. 

'Tis but iu keeping with the past 
history of the business and I for one 
will not believe In their honesty In 
thus declaring what reforms they will 
institute. ’Tis but another sop thrown 
to the people to head off national reg- 
ulutory legislation.

WOMAN'S ASSOCIATION OF 
CENTRAL CHURCH 

"Welfare Day" was observed last 
Wednesday, with the making of sur- 
gical dressings and sewing for the 
Newton Welfare Bureau during the 
morning hours. Luncheon was served 
at one o'clock. Mrs. F. C. Bassett 
chairman of the serving committee. 
The tables were decorated in a sea- 
sonable manner with a suggestion of 
Easter in the little chicks and the pur- 
ple and white bouquets.

Master, let tue walk 
with Thee". Miss Chapin of the Wel- 
fare Bureau was introduced by the 
president. Mrs. Chambers, and spoke 
of the “High Spots" in the work of 
that organization. Seelug children im- 
prove in health through the efforts 
made for their betterment is one of 
the most satisfying features among 
the man) activities. Unemployment 
Is especially burdensome on those 
families who are still in debt owing 
to the hard times of two years ago. 
The children show these conditions ill 
their clothing and more serious still 
their physical condition. The health 
camps for which funds are provided 
through the sale of Christmas seals, 
and the providing of milk for ueedy 
families are among the practical aud 
promising means of assistance. Miss 
Chapin spoke of the valuable help 
rendered by volunteer workers and 
urged that confidence be placed iu tlie 
judgment of the officers of the society 
who know conditions in the families 
they are aiding aud understand bel- 
ter than those who may see what ap- 
pear inconsistencies. Only in 23 fam- 
ilies out of 408 was the poverty due 
to their own fuult. Although but one 
third of tin* families receive financial 


aid. the work and time and patience 
required in helping solve their prob- 
lems is well worth the money expend- 
ed in salaries. 

Mrs. W. E. Strong suggested the 
name of Miss Abbe Wallace as the 
missionary for whose support the As- 
sociation would be responsibly. Miss 
Wallace was graduated from Welles- 
ley College in the class of 1925 and 
has attended Teachers College in New 
York. She has worked with the 
Y. W. C. A. and with the migrant can- 
ning groups. She is considered well 
qualified for the work of a missionary 
and this summer is leaving for a three 
years' engagement in Capron Hall. 
Madura. India. Miss Wallace is the 
daughter of missionaries in India 
whom Mrs. Strong met on a former 
trip to that country. The Associa- 
tion voted to pay the salary of Miss 
Wallace and plans will be made to 
have her visit in Newtonville before 
she sails.

THE NEW CODE OF MOVIE CONDUCT 

The directors of the Motion Producers and Distributors of 
America. Inc., ratified a new code of movie conduct this week 
that, according to announcement, will determine the character 
of most pictures exhibited in over twenty-two thousand theatres 
in this country, serving a world audience of more than a quar- 
ter of a billion people weekly. The eleven new tenets were 
described by Will Hays, president, as self-discipline of the in- 
dustry. Much has been said and written about the motion 
picture industry and especially of those pictures which are con- 
siderably below an accepted moral standard but which, some- 
how or other, appeal to many. If the new code is thoroughly 
observed it will react to the benefit of the industry as well as 
to the public at large but there are many loopholes through 
which the unethical producer may escape.

New Laurels for Early Bird 

"Wlio was it discovered that the 
worm will turn?" queries an uuxious 
reader. The early bird, of course. 


A large industrial establishment in 
this vicinity in past years employed 
thousands of workers and paid good 
wages. Not so long ago this big fac- 
tory was absorbed into another great 
corporation in tlie same line of busi- 
ness. Much of tlie work formerly 
done in the plant nearby was trans- 
ferred to the big plant of the ab- 
sorbing corporation hundreds of miles 
distant. Many of tlie former employ- 
ees lost their jobs. Others, who 
were retained, instead of earning $40 
and over weekly have been earning 
less than $20. When a man with a 
family dependent upon him earns less 
than $20 a week that family is going 
to suffer and eventually the country 
where such wages are paid will suffer. 

Because there Is a deficit of $50,- 
000.000 in tlie post office department 
of this country it is proposed to in- 
crease the rate on first class mail 
matter from 2c to 2*2C. There are 
many ways in which economies may 
be effected without increasing tlie 
rate on letters. Millions of dollars 
can lie saved by ending the expensive, 
Inefficient practice of appointing poll 
tichins and their friends to the posi- 
tions of postmasters with high sal- 
aries. These “amateur” postal offi- 
cials know next to nothing — or less — 
about the postal busiuess and pull 
good pay for work done by subordin- 
ates. More millions are being wasted 
on fat contracts for mail transporta- 
tion to favored steamship companies. 
Many millions of dollars are squand- 
ered on ornate, unnecessary costly 
postoffices throughout the country. 
There are plenty of ways to econom- 
ize in tlie postoffice department with- 
out raising the rates. 


William E. Brosnahan of 2S2 Water- 
town street, Nonantum, submitted a 
bill last week to tlie city for $32 In 
payment for a few hundred square 
feet of land which the city has seized 
on his property. This land was taken 
a couple of months ago for sidewalk 
purposes. Really, this land was taken 
by right of eminent domain in Sep- 
tember 1895 but the city did not actu- 
ally convert it to public purposes un- 
til recently and Mr. Brosnahan can- 
not he blamed for not realizing the 
front of his small lawn had been trans- 
ferred to municipal ownership a gen- 
eration or more ago. 

Thirty-five years ago the city started 
to widen Watertown street, tlie main 
highway at Nonantum. A number of 
parcels of land were taken. Some 
of these were entered upon and used 
for sidewalk purposes. Other front- 
ages were left as they were, they re- 
mained to all appearances parts of the 
lots of which they were the fronts, 
even though owned by the city. 
Watertown street at Nonantum was 
widened in places and not widened in 
other places. It jogged in and out in 
bizarre fashion. Last autumn a gran- 
ite curbing was laid along the street 
with the result that little or no side- 
walk remained where the jogs pro- 
truded. Then it became necessary 
to convert the front of Mr. Brosna- 
lian’s yard into a sidewalk. 

The reason tlie widening of Water- 
town street was not completed 35 
years ago was because of the expense 
which would lie involved in the set- 
ting back of a couple of small frame 
houses located tit 274 and 278 Water- 
town street. These houses project out 
into tlie street line giving the main 
street of tlie Nonantum district an 
effect not duplicated In any other vil- 
lage of the city. Residents of that 
district are wondering how much more 
time will be added to the 35 years al- 
ready elapsed before these houses will 
be moved back and the street improve- 
ment. which was begun In 1895, com- 
pleted. 


Recently as we rode by the 
intersection of Watertown and Walnut 
streets. Newtonville, we observed a 
sedan tipped over at the southwest 
corner and were informed that tlie 
driver of the wrecked car hud been 
hurled out when it capsized but had 
'cry fortunately escaped Injury. 
There is a signal at this dangerous 
intersection which formerly flushed 
hut which was stopped flushing be- 
cause it interfered with some radio 
sets in the neighborhood. Within the 
past few days it was set flashing 
again. On this signal when it was 
first installed was printed tlie warn- 
ing "Slow." Because n certain Slate 
official docs not believe in instructions 
on traffic signals, tlie caution warn- 
ing on litis signal was obliterated. 
A few months ago as we approached 
this signal on Watertown street, an 
uutoist driving southerly on Walnut 
street stepped on tlie gus and shot 
across in front of us at a speed of 
about 35 miles per hour. Asked why 
be pulled Gils reckless stunt, ho un- 
wered that ifi,. signal no longer bore 
*l*o warning to go SLOW. The cau- 
lloii warnings have been replaced on 
many of the traffic signals throughout 
*lie city. It would ho well to have 
litem painted on the huso of tlie sig- 
nal at Watertown and Walnut streets 
before someone else Is catapulted 
through a sedan window.

and sound absorbent media used to 
educe reverberation to a minimum 
everywhere. It would be difficult to 
forecast accurately the saving In nerv- 
ous energy, both of teacher and pu- 
pil, through this eliminatoln of noise 
by absorption, but this desirable ex- 
pedient bus fortunately passed tlie ex- 
perimental stage and is indispensable 
the equipment of any well-con- 
ceived, modern school. 

Tlie school is designed for the im- 
mediate accommodation of 945 pupils 
in home rooms, but many of tlie rooms 
designed for special classes will be 
equipped with wardrobes and other es- 
sentials of home rooms so that a 
growth of 200 in student population 
making a total of 1145 pupils could 
be accommodated without enlarge- 
ment of the structure. 

The ground floor, which is entirely 
above outside grade, and is therefore 
as well lighted and ventilated us the 
two upper floors, contains the labora- 
tories. tlie shops for metal working, 
printing and wood working, the spe- 
cial rooms for cooking and sewing, 
class rooms, girls' and boys’ shower 
and dressing rooms, the cafeteria, u 
separate teachers' dining room, the 
boiler rooms, and the usual toilet 
rooms. 

The first floor contains the auditor- 
ium, with fixed seating, a separate 
standard gymnasium for boys and one 
for girls separated by folding door- 
ways permitting these two gymnasi- 
ums at any time to lie thrown togeth- 
er as one continuous room or iilto the 
auditorium as well, on such occasions 
as demand the space occupied by all 
three rooms. This floor contains also 
tlie special rooms for typewriting and 
bookkeeping, eleven class rooms, the 
library, tlie administrative offices, em- 
ergency rooms for hoys and girls with 
a room (or the nurse and doctor in 
suite, rooms for men and women 
teachers, well-lighted storage and tlie 
customary toilet accommodations. 

Tlie second floor contains fourteen 
ciass rooms, a large study hall, spe- 
cial rooms for the teaching of me- 
chanical and free-hand drawing, stor- 
age rooms and tlie usual toilets. 

This is tlie first large public build- 
ing Initiated in Mayor Sinclair Weeks’ 
administration and is being designed 
by Messrs. Henry and Richmond, 
Architects, successors to Guy Lowell, 
under tlie direction of tlie City's Pub- 
lic Building Commissioner.

ROBERT GOULD SHAW 2ND 


Robert Gould Shaw 2nd. of Dedham 
street, Oak Hill, died on March 29lh 
in New York City following an attack 
of pneumonia. He was the son of 
Quincy Adams Shaw and Pauline 
Agassiz Shaw, ills father was one 
of the founders of the Calumet 
llocla Company and his mother was 
daughter of Louis Agassiz. He was 
born in Jamaica Plain June 16, 1872. 
graduated front Ilopkinsou School 
and attended Harvard College. As a 
young man he was rated as the best 
polo player In this country. 

In 1897 lie married Nancy Lnng- 
Itorne of Virginia. Six years later the 
couple were divorced and the former 
Mrs. Shaw later married Vincent As- 
tor, becoming Lady Astor. Subse- 
quently Mr. Shaw married Mrs. 
Charles Harry Converse of Newton, 
who survives him. He is also sur- 
vived by live sons, Robert Gould Shaw 
3rd, Gould Shaw, Alexander Shaw, 
Louis Shaw and Paul Shaw, two sis- 
ters, Mrs. M. G. Haughton and Mrs. 
L. C. Fenno of Boston and a brother 
Quincy A. Slmw. 

In 1913 Mr. Shaw purchased Boulder 
Farm in the Oak Hill section of New- 
ton Centre. He also owned an estate 
at Prides Crossing. Private funeral 
services were held Tuesday afternoon 
tit his Oak Hill home, Rev. Abbot Pe- 
terson of the First Parish Church, 
Brookline, officiating. Burial was at 
Forest Hills.

The Assessors nre coming, 
Hooray! hooray! 

No use of our running, 

Nay, nay; Nay, nay. 

The Assessors are coming. 

Their pencils are humming, 

Our values they're summing, 

We'll pay, we'll pay. 

Doggone It, this talk of census-tak- 
ing must have put everything else out 
of my head. After I made up my mind 
that I would have to answer a lot of 
questions and sort of had everything 
ready for the qulzz, I found that I hud 
forgotten the Assessors. 

Now we've got both the census-taker 
and the Assessor to satisfy. Both are 
going to usk embarrassing questions. 
I don’t know as I should say “embar- 
asslng,” but rather "personal." In any 
event it will he necessary to tell the 
truth and that sometimes upsets folks. 

it looks as if before we got through 
with the census-taker and the Asses- 
sors we’ll come pretty near putting all 
our cards and other belongings on the 
table. If we don't they'll bo put there 
for 11 s, including the table, as I under- 
stand it. 

Time flies and so many things have 
occurred since t He last census that it 
will probably he more difficult to tell 
the story of your life unless you can 
recall what you said the last time. 
Just how they can check-up I am not 
certain, but I am going to stick to my 
original story with the hope that it 
coincides with the fucts in the case. 
So, let the census-taker come and 
“Welcome, stranger.” 

Not that the Assessors are less wel- 
come. Most of them have all the in- 
formation obtainable about me. For 
that reason, if for no other, I shall con- 
ceal nothing. As a matter of fact I 
haven't much to conceal, lint neverthe- 
less I don't think I should try to put 
anything over. It lias been my ob- 
servation that while our Newton As- 
sessors are invariably courteous and 
make their calls pleasant in every 
way, they come pretty near having a 
thorough knowledge of their business. 
Any attempt to "kid" them is a joke 
on the would-be “kidder.” I've never 
tried it myself but I have heard of 
such people who did try and they've 
always failed and with a bump. 

A good motto for taxpayers, “Tell 
tlie truth, be it ever so painful! If 
you don't you'll have worse pains 
later, with complications”. 


Not long ago this column had some- 
thing to say about speechmukers and 
tlie methods they employ. It never 
occurred to me that experts attach so 
much to oral expression, as they call 
it. Unwittingly I had wandered into 
a field that scientists have ploughed 
pretty thoroughly. There is, of 
course, no reason why I shouldn't 
enter it, too, but in such company I 
confess i should be completely lost. 
Therefore, I think it prudent to stay 
outside and make observations on 
whatever I may comprehend. 

From the side-lines I recently heard 
a discussion of the value of oral ex- 
aminations for candidates for appoint- 
ments to various positions under (lie 
civil service rules and regulations. 
The proposition, it appears, was to do 
away with the present system of ask- 
ing questions. In case you are not 
aware of it written and physical ex- 
aminations are not all which an ap- 
plicant must pass. lie is tested also 
by oral expression. 

Several of the critics of the oral ex- 
amination were emphatic in their 
declaration that "a lot of foolish ques- 
tions were put to each applicant”. 
They further contended that tlie appli- 
cant was quizzed on subjects which 
had no bearing 011 the job lie sought. 
Technical knowledge, they said, 
should be the principal concern of the 
examiners. I 11 reply it was stated that 
such questioning revealed an appli- 
cant's breadth of mind, his capacity 
for learning things and his possession, 
if such existed, of a considerable 
amount of general knowledge. 

With the two sides so well present- 
ed I was sitting in wonderment, trying 
to determine which was right and 
which wrong, or whether both were 
wrong or both right. There l sat, bal- 
anced, so to speak, when an official 
of high standing was requested to 
voice his views. 

"In handling applicants for all sorts 
of positions, clerical, manual labor, ex- 
ecutive and other kinds I can find out 
more about an applicant from one min- 
ute of oral questioning than from a 
whole sheaf of written questions or 
examinations,” this man declared. 

There was an eye-opener. At least 
it revealed to me a new angle of ex- 
amination. Possibly it makes a differ- 
ence wlmt kind of questions are asked. 
And I venture to say tlie queries them- 
selves have a lot to do with it. Intel- 
ligent questions must be more readily 
answered than those which are distant 
from tlie matter in hand. Again, there 
must a lot in the way a question is 
asked. When “flred" at one it may 
upset the most erudite. I guess, how- 
ever, that after all, it pays to keep 
one's vision as broad as possible and 
to gather as much useful information 
on the way as one cun. 


Tlie most interesting book l have 
read In a long time deals with the sub- 
ject of sleep. Elusive at times and 
easily obtained at others I don't know 
of anything that concerns us all so 
vitally as does sleep. Tlie book, it ap- 
pears, is based on a series of experi- 
ments and these are worthy of close 
study. But it Is not of tlie helpful- 
ness of tlie volume or the success of 
its authors that I am concerned ut 
this moment, hut with assertions that 
please me. 1 suppose wo nil like to 
have our own views supported by em- 
inent people. Possibly that Is tlie rea- 
son I read with much glee, "Some peo- 
ple may irriiate, or bore us, others ac- 
tually make us tired — psychologically 
tired." 

Samples of such folk are given 
thusly:' “The egocentric tires us lie- 
cause lie interferes with our independ- 
ence, preventing us from doing what 
we wish to do. When we want to read, 
lie tries to enguge us in conversation. 
When wo would like to play solitulrc, 
lie wants us to take 11 hand of bridge 
or wutcli him do purlor tricks." 


Who hasn't met that very person. 
But listen to how he was put in Ills 
proper place. “A self-contained wom- 
an wuh made excessively tired by sev- 
eral egocentrics in her set," says tlie 
book. “She planned a dinner bridge 
and invited exactly four, maneuver- 
ing — ns woman can so that all four 
ate and played at the same table with 
no one else near to interfere. The 
plan was a success. Each made the 
oilier tired!” 

Others listed are, “Those solicitous 
mortals," "tlie helpless individual," 
"the lethargic one" of whom “it re- 
quires persuasive powers to get him 
to do any work" and the “fault Under" 
who "has a grudge against anything 
that comes up for discussion”. 

“Snobs are tiring,” says the book 
and "so are nervous ami lidgety peo- 
ple". Then come the most comfort- 
ing of any words in the volume, “After 
all. there is considerable consolation 
in being just an ordinary person. For 
ordinary people are least fatiguing, 
unless infested with small annoying 
traits, such as whispering in your ear 
when conveying perfectly obvious in- 
formation or telling the same stories 
over and over again". 


I couldn't drop that book once I had 
started reading, and it is difficult to 
stop writing of it. It explained so 
many things for me that I feel that 
readers of this column will find a few 
of them as absorbing as I. For in- 
stance, it takes up briefly a class of 
people whose conduct I have always 
felt was inane and yet I wondered 
how they did it. The book says, “Mar- 
athon dancers, who contest for weeks, 
get sleep — the sort that other simple 
forms of life also take — but not com- 
pletely human sleep. 

“For fifteen minutes in every hour, 
they are quiescent, thus getting six 
hours' rest a day, which is as much as 
many of us take in sleep. Since danc- 
ing is an habitual performance, it is 
further possible that the participants 
rest mentally on their eternal tour of 
the polished floor". 

More informing still is tlie extended 
reference to the drinking of coffee and 
its effects. The hook says, "If any 
one tiling has been blamed more than 
another for keeping American citi- 
zens awake of nights, it is coffee. Y'et 
just what effect coffee has on a good 
night's rest, is still to be completely 
understood. It has been found in for- 
eign laboratories that animals given 
caffein are more restless in their 
sleep, so it may be that coffee does 
somehow affect the sleep of human 
beings. 

"There is little doubt that coffee is 
relatively innocent of much blame put 
on it for disturbing sleep. When a 
bridge game ends with a midnight 
lunch at which coffee is served and 
there is later difficulty in going to 
sleep, coffee is thoughtlessly found 
guilty. Whereas it is more likely that 
mental exertion is much more potent 
in causing the wakefulness. Being 
set one hand at contract is worse as a 
disturber of tlie serious bridge play- 
er's sleep than three cups of coffee". 

“If bridge players, banquet attend- 
ers, and theatre and lecture goers 
would calm down emotionally before 
going to lied, coffee would have a 
lighter load to bear. You cannot get 
excited and get to sleep quickly”. 

The volume to which I refer is 
called "Sleep" and was written by 
Donald A. Laird, Ph.D., Sc.D., and 
Charles (J. Muller and is published 
by the John Day Company of New 
York. 


It would please me greatly if only 
I numbered among my friends some 
inventors. Of course many people 
whose friendship I claim can readily 
invent excuses, hut that isn't what I 
mean, for it doesn't require any vast 
amount of Ingenuity to that. 1 refer 
to real out-and-out men or women of 
genius with a facility for developing 
mechanical contrivances that will he 
useful. 

We read about tlie sending of mes- 
sages over t lie air and learn that 
pretty soon it will be possible to con- 
duct a telephone conversation from a 
moving train or a steamship in mid- 
ocean. That's going pretty far, but 
not far enough for the purposes 1 have 
in mind. I have in mind a situation 
that occurs far more frequently and 
which would Hit a larger number of 
people. Although many travel and may 
want to telephone back to their offices 
or (heir homes, a majority stay right 
where we are. These latter I would 
like to see benefited. 

Here's what 1 am getting at. Often- 
times somebody in the office or the 
home will say, "I'm expecting a tele- 
phone call. If it comes while I'm out 
lake it for me. will you?" Of maybe 
they will say that there will he an- 
other room and asked to be called 
when the bell jingles. 

That, to me, is sort of shifting the 
responsibility. If you happen to be 
the one who is expected to stand by 
and wait for somebody's telephone call 
you are charged with something that 
you cannot escape. You must stay 
right where you are. Suppose the 
call does come. All you can say, 
“Wait a minute, please. Ho tor she! 
lias just stepped out and I’ll see if I 
can find him (or her).” 

My wish is for one of those inven- 
tions that would make it possible to 
locate tlie person who has gone out 
of the room. Better still. If that per- 
son could receive tlie call while run- 
ning down stairs to the candy and 
cigar counter, or chatting with some- 
body in the next office or attending to 
some household duty. I low beautiful 
it would be — not only for the one 
called but for tile one with the job of 
"take that call for me if ft comes 
while I'm out".

COMING EVENTS 
Women In The Census 

Mrs. John F. Slppel. president of 
tiie General Federation, calls atten- 
tion to the importance of the co oper- 
ation of women In answering the ques- 
tions of the Census enumerators who 
will shortly be knocking at the doors 
She speaks of tills census ns being 
of particular significance to the wo- 
men of the nation. Her reasons in 
elude: It is through the reports of 
the Census Bureau that Clubwomen 
Hnd out about school attendance of 
children: about citizenship status ol 
the people: and about the condition 
of women in the United States, and 
the changes in their occupations and 
activities. 

Reports this year will answer such 
important questions as: Is the age 
at marriage in the United States lie- 
coming older than it used to be? 
Are families becoming smaller, and. 
If so. how much? This year, for the 
first time, women who are responsi- 
ble for the care of the home and fam- 
ily. whether wage-earners outside, 
also, or not. will be classified as 
"homemakers,” for the first time 
dignified with status that befits this 
highly specialized service. What will 
he the percentage shown this year 
under this heading, as against those 
who go forth to gainful occupation? 
The comparison of such figures with 
those beginning at 1S70 should he most 
< nlightening ns to the progress of 
freedom of women, ns years go on. 

Mrs. Slppel explains the question 
as to the value of home, if owned, or 
of the monthly rental. If rented, as 
making possible a classification of 
families according to economic status, 
or perhaps one might say of buying 
power. These replies will not In any 
way be made public. In the same 
way. the question as to ownership of 
a radio, will give a direct indication 
as to how large the potential radio 
audience Is. Answer as to age at time 
of marriage will serve two enlighten- 
ing purposes: relative age in different 
racial and economic groups, and the 
number of children in a stated num- 
ber of years. The questions as to un- 
employment will separate those who 
are absolutely unemployed, anil those 
who have a job. but for a time are 
being laid off, without pay. Both 
phases of the unemployment situation 
should receive benefit through this 
definite knowledge. Provision of clas- 
sifying the foreign-born, by country of 
birth, by mother tongue, which is 
sometimes a better indication of 
background, by year of immigration, 
by citizenship, and by ability to speak 
English, should give valuable data 
upon which improvement and aid may 
be planned and worked out. 

Mrs. Slppel reminds Clubwomen 
that they gladly pledged aid to the 
Census department, when they gained 
from them the great forward step of 
having women classified as "home- 
makers."

RECENT EVENTS 


Newton Federation 


The Executive Board meeting of the 
Newton Federation of Women's Clubs, 
held in the library of the Technical 
High School on Tuesday March 25th 
proved to be of unusual interest. The 
president, Mrs. Plilster Cowin, pre- 
sided during the business meeting. 
During this session Mrs. Harold O. 
Cook, chairman of the committee on 
Conservation of Natural Ilescourses, 
spoke of need of conservation, just 
now, in Newton. She said that elec- 
tric car tracks are to be taken up oil 
Commonwealth avenue, from Lake 
street to Norumbegu Park, as double 
double decked busses are to take the 
place of cars, mid that all possible ef- 
fort should be made to preserve the 
centre of Commonwealth avenue, per- 
haps for horse back riding; in uuy 
case to prevent having trees removed, 
to turn the avenue into one broad in- 
sightly street. 

Mrs. Irwing J. Fisher, chairman of 
the Special committee in charge of 
sale of Health Christmas Seals, read 
a most interesting report of the re- 
sult of the Soul Sale of 1929; also, a 
detailed account of the Income from 
setil sale each year, since 1926, when 
the Federation voted to be responsi- 
ble for tile Seal Sale for a term of 
three years. 

The returns from seal sale have dim- 
inished each year, although there lias 
been a subtential amount, always, to 
turn over to the Newton Welfare Bu- 
reau, to be used by the Health com- 
mittee of the Bureau. Reasons for 
the smaller return seem to be, the 
fact that, the American Red Cross 
drive precedes immediately the Seal 
Sale; misunderstanding concerning 
the different purposes of the two 
drives; and that both American Red 
Cross, ami the Anti-Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation are represented by red crosses, 
causes some confusion, although the ' 
crosses are entirely different. Effort j 
will lie made to correct the misunder- 
standing. 

Miss Ruth Chapin. General Secreta- 
ry of the Newton Welfare Bureau, re- 
ported the good work accomplished * 
by use of the Seal Sale income, in j 
preventive work, especially among 1 
children. Milk is placed iu both homes j 
and schools, and District Nursing 
Association paid for bedside care of 
tuberculosis patients. In the summer 
of 1929, 49 children were sent to sum- 
mer camps. Following these reports 
a motion was made that the Fedora-

Other inter- 
esting slides depicted t lie life of those 
early people.

Three phases of these pol- 
itics were presented: tlie acquisition 
of Hawaii, as a result of tlie misrule 
there, and the active efforts of resi- 
dent Americans for betterment of con- 
ditions; the control of tlie harbor of 
Pago-Pago. the best in the Pacific; in 
the Island of Tituila in tlie Samoan 
group: and the subsequent control of 
the whole of that island; aud the an- 
nexation of tlie Philippine Islands, a 
direct outcome of tlie war with Spain, 
hut arousing much protest from many 
Americans here, and from Filipino 
leaders at home. 

Mrs. Amos R. Wells next read a 
most interesting paper on Ambassador 
Herrick, whose death, strangely 
enough, took place just a year ago. 
within a dny. Like ail famous men. 
lie worked his way up front a poor 
country boy, through various positions 
of trust, to (he rank of ambassador to 
France, serving twice in that capacity. 
But before lie held that position, he 
did great service at home, as flrst 
architect of tlie Rural Credit System, 
of inestimable value to tlie rural pop- 
ulation. His services in France dur- 
ing tlie opening days of the World 
War caused Pershing to describe him 
us "tlie flrst American volunteer", and 
he took over so many offices of the 
warring nations that ft was said ills 
office might be dissolved, on complaint 
of its being a trust, in 1929, broken 
in health, lie undertook his second 
term as ambassador, and died in 
France, loved, respected and mourned 
more than can lie adequately de- 
scribed, by French and Americans 
alike.

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Great Activity at Nobscot Reservation 

From the first of the year to date, 
there has been a tremendous increase 
in tho activity and use of the Nobscot 
Reservation over t lie corresponding 
period for last year. In 1929, to date, 
there were 755 boy-days and 105 boy- 
nights at tile Reservation. So far tills 
year there have been S58 boy-days, an 
increase of 13.7%, and 313 hoy-nights, 
or an Increase of nearly 200%. 

This is due to the increase of the 
number of habitable cabins, for there 
are now eight cabins ready for use, 
whereas there were three a year ago. 
In addition, there are two more cab- 
ins under construction and the Indian 
Tillage will he ready for use very soon, 
since there are five hogans, or wig- 
wams and the Scoutmaster's medicine 
lodge all ready for covering. 

Tlie Newton Post of the American 
Region lias voted to go ahead witli 
its plans to give the Council a big 
lodge at the Reservation and the Le- 
gion Architect, Mr. Clifford J. White, 
lias drawings calling for a 46 by 24 
foot cabin with a porch, to be made of 
half logs of red cedar. Tills cabin 
will be located on a high spur of land 
overlooking much of the Reservation 
and will he in great demand for train- 
ing courses, by Troops building cab- 
ins and by leaders and Scouter par- 
ties. 

Mr. E. Sherman Chase, the Sanitary 
Engineer of the Committee on Camps 
and Camping has located the sites for 
three additional water-supplies and 
they will be ready within the next 
three or four weeks. 

Near the entrance, a log tool shed 
and garage, built on t lie lines of an 
Adirondack shelter is being construct- 
ed, which will free the Gate Lodge 
that it may be used as u reception and 
general headquarters building. In it 
also, will be located a relief map of 
the Reservation, made by Scouts of 
Troop 5, Centre. Above this relief 
map will he posted a topographical 
map of the Reservation, so that visi- 
tors by looking at that and then fol- 
lowing the paths and trails as indi- 
cated on tlie relief map will he able 
to find their way about the Reserva- 
tion very readily. This was done in 
preference to posting scores of signs 
about the Reservation, for tlie Com- 
mittee on Camps felt strongly that tlie 
wilderness atmosphere of the Reser- 
vation should be strictly maintained. 

Recently u Mr. Spiers, a Scout Lead- 
er in England, visited the Reservation 
with the Camp Director. He was most 
enthusiastic about it, commenting on 
its beauty, the fact that its natural 
stale had been preserved and that it 
was remarkably clean. 

Junior Hike Leaders' Course 

Last week a two-day training ses- 
sion for Junior Hike Leaders was 
conducted at tlie Reservation by the 
Camp Director. This session is for 
tlie purpose of training Scouts 14 
years of age and over, holding at least 
1st Class rank, and certifying them 
to conduct day-hikes with a limited 
number of Scouts to the Reservation. 
Tlie session of training includes Dike 
objective^, programming, balanced 
menus, grub and equipment lists, 
woodcraft and campcruft and llio Pa- 
trol system In hiking.

Hence education Is an ex- 
tremely Important part of our Chris- 
tian project. 

Every Individual has certain capaci- 
ties and potentialities. Everyone rea- 
lizes that others can do what he can- 
not. We are born that way with a 
definite set of potentialities. But few 
use their abilities to the full. Our 
ability Is greater than our actual use 
of It. Education draws out tlie best 
or the worst of man. We are seeking 
ways to establish the potential ability 
of the individual and bring It up to as 
high a level of attainment as possible, 
of course somewhat below the limit of 
possibility. 

Character, like the Intellect, depends 
on heredity und environment. Educa- 
tion in Its highest sense is interested 
in character. That means in large 
measure the methods necessary to pro- 
duce sound Christian character of the 
finest possible form. 

MIhs Priscilla H. Fowle took up the 
discussion at this point. Miss Fowle 
was for some years a member of the 
faculty of the Newton Theological In- 
stitution and the Director of Religious 
Education in tlie Sunday School of the 
First Baptist Church in Newton Cen- 
tre. She is now Dean of Women at 
Denison University in Granville, Ohio. 

In considering the problems of mod- 
ern education, we should remember 
that human nature does not change. 
Girls of today are the same as the 
girls of forty years ago. It is amus- 
ing to see the reaction of college girls 
when they stumble over some yarn 
about an escapade of a dignified mem- 
ber of the faculty long, long ago. 

Why do girls go to college? 

it is fashionable. They think it es- 
tablishes their social position. They 
have heard from others or read in 
books about the wonderful times at 
college. The midnight feasts and par- 
ties look good to them. They don't 
think about the hard studying until 
they arrive at the college, and some 
of them don't think any too much 
about the studying even after they do 
get there. Their fathers or mothers 
went to college and that automatical- 
ly predestined them to a college edu- 
cation. They may come for the thrill 
or because of the influence of the 
alumnae. Many girls go to college 
because they really want to. Miss 
Fowle has abundant opportunity to 
get all sorts of reasons from her 
sophomores when she is holding con- 
ferences with them to help them 
choose their major field of study. For 
four hours each day for many days 
she interviews them at the rate of 
twenty minutes per student, and tlie 
reasons they give are illuminating. 
Usually tlie family is favorable. Some 
families, however, are opposed to a 
college education, and then the girl 
who comes in spite of family opposi- 
tion has a hard time. 

One girl earns iter board by typing 
in the office for fifteen hours a week. 
She is ambitious to go into Christian 
work. Tlie family is opposed to the 
college and furnishes no money. They 
will not let the girl borrow till her 
Senior year. She is not brilliant. She 
has to work very hard and even then 
gets low marks. She Is easily dis- 
couraged, but in spite of all her dis- 
couragement site does not quit, Jtut 
hangs on like grim death, with every 
prospect of going through to the end 
successfully. A failure in life for 
that girl is not at all probable. 

Some girls come from poor homes 
where it is difficult to make ends meet. 

One rich girl, who was also a very 
bright student, had been accustomed 
to great freedom at home. The col- 
lege rules forbade certain things 
which she had always done as a mat- 
ter of course. She was a good sport 
and promised to observe the rules 
which she had, by coining to college, 
agreed to obey. 

Another girl had been accustomed 
to smoke. She wanted to smoke when 
she was away temporarily from col- 
lege in another city. Site asked per- 
mission and at the same time cheer- 
fully expressed her willingness to 
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abide by the college rule against smok- 
ing while she was in Granville. 

Some girls don't have this fine at- 
titude toward college rules. They have 
been having their own way by fair 
means or otherwise, and getting away 
with it. They intend to keep on. They 
are a problem, because they can't be 
watched all the time. They must be 
on their honor much of the time and 
that leads up to the development of 
character and personality. 

This Is the big thing at college. It 
is not enough to acquire facts and 
information. Knowledge is important, 
but still you forget most that you have 
learned. 

We look after physical development. 
We have a beautiful hospital but no 
patients. We feel that the Health De- 
partment is really functioning when 
it prevents illness and keeps the hos- 
pital empty. By getting after colds 
quickly, germs are not spread all over 
the place. 

We try to develop the spiritual and 
personal life of the Individual. The 
chapel is the most prominent building 
on the campus. Education in religion 
is caught far more than it is taught. 
Great men have come from Denison, 
such as Dr. Goodspeed of Chicago Uni- 
versity. the scientist C. Judson Her- 
rick. and our distinguished geologist, 
Prof. Mather. The faculty takes a 
great deal of time helping individual 
students. Everything is done to learn 
tlie individual student's difficulties 
and afford the kind of help that is 
needed. We mean to have the stu- 
dents see that we are working with 
them in their brief educational proj- 
ect. This signifies the carrying 
through to completion of a purposeful 
act. 


Personality is more than books. The 
I personality of the teacher Impresses 
on you and makes vital the subject 
taught. Who could imagine a more 
splendid personality or finer teacher 
titan Mr. Davis in the Newton High 
School? Knowledge is good. The 
ability to use knowledge in the right 
way is better, but the thing that we 
never forget and the best thing about 
an educational institution is the mem- 
ory that we carry away of the great 
personalities with whom we came in 
contact while there.

MARCH BUILDING REPORT 


The estimated value of construction 
to be done tinder building permits 
granted during March is $436,230. Of 
this amount 1290.500 is on 23 single 
dwellings.

S \N FRANCISCO: Under articles 
of incorporation already tiled with 
the Secretary of State of California, 
permanent trustees took over on 
March 26 tho ownership of tho prop- 
erty and buildings which are to 
accommodate the Christian Science 
Benevolent Association for Pacific 
Coast. The Association, which will 
open its (loots to guests about tlie 
middle of May, was established in 
accordance with Scciiou s of Article 
1 of tlie Manual of The Mother 
Church, The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston, Massachusetts. 

Tho Benevolent Association for 
Pacific Coast ts the third large chari- 
table institution established by The 
Mother Church, totaling an Invest- 
ment of over |4, Odd, 000. Tlie Chris- 
tian Science Benevolent Association, 
located in Chestnut Hill, Mass., was 
chartered in 1916, and Tho Christian 
Science Pleasant View Heme, located

alt three of these corporations are 
independent from a legal point of 
view they are under the control and 
supervision of The Christian Scieuce 
Board of Directors. 

The California property, known as 
Arden Wood, is a thickly timbered, 
16 acre, piece of rolling land situated 
on the edge of Sait Francisco, its 
general location being between Twin 
Peaks and the Ocean. The Sanator- 
ium is sheltered from the prevailing 
winds tiv the hill which forms the 
principal topographical feature of the 
propt ay.

Tlie first definite step towards com- 
pletion of the proposed new stadium 
nt Gindin Field, Newtonvllle, was 
taken last Monday night when 1 lie 
Board of Aldermen appropriated the 
sum of $1000 to engage an architect 
and ask for bids on t lie project It is 
hoped that a portion of the proposed 
stadium can be built tills year but in 
order to make It ready for use this fall 
the drainage system must he com- 
pleted at otiee. It is possible to have 
u grass surface in readiness for the 
1930 football season if work is begun 
without delay and a special turf seed 
used. Otherwise in order to have the 
ground ready it would have to be sod- 
ded at an expense of about $9,000. It 
is also proposed to erect a portion 
of the stadium with enough seats to 
accommodate about 1000 spectators. 
These and some of the portable stands 
now available would provide adequate 
facilities for the 1930 home games. 

The new diamond at the corner of 
Lowell avenue and Hull street will be 
dedicated tomorrow when the Newton 
high and West Warwick (K. I.) High 
School teams cross bats in the open- 
ing game of the seasou. The Newton 
and Wellesley teams played a prac- 
tice game yesterday afternoon there 
in order that the local boys might get 
the feel of the new diamond. Coach 
Sullivan has staged several such prac- 
tice games this week with a team of 
ineligibles and others and has about 
settled on n batting order and line-up. 
Joe Doucette will start at second base 
aud head the batting order. He is 
small but fast and will have a fair 
chance of scoring once he gets on 
base. Captain Perry Elrod, centre- 
lielder. will bat second. He is espe- 
cially effective at dragging hunts and 
his speed enables him to heat many 
such a tap to first base. Bob Dalton, 
who will probably start in the box to- 
morrow. may bat in third position. He 
is an aggressive player who takes a 
good cut at the ball. George Bennett, 
third baseman, will follow Dalton and 
in turn will be followed by either War- 
ren Colby, rightfielder or George Hil- 
dreth, leftfielder.

to llm Introduction of labor Having de- 
vIcoh which in turn IncrenHe produc- 
tion and reduce coHt. During the peat 
ten weeks production lino been one of 
the most Important factors governing 
business conditions but in the imme- 
diate future tlie big problem will be 
that of distribution. 

liuslnesa in Mils country is now go- 
ing through a dililcult period follow- 
ing the stock market crash last fall. 
A year ago today business was run- 
ning on high because production was 
being taken up by distribution but the 
decline of the financial market 
stopped buying and caused overpro- 
duction. Mr. McGill likened business 
to a toy balloon. When the pressure 
put upon business by production that 
cannot be absorbed by distribution be- 
comes too great the balloon must 
burst. Installment selling, the speak- 
er stated, was one of the evils that 
caused the ultimate crash. Today 
there are over a million and three- 
quarters' used automobiles on the 
market while every autdtnobile deal- 
er in the country has an average of 
twenty-four new cars on hand. The 
building program which enjoyed such 
a great expense started to crumble in 
1928 and is still on the decline. These 
conditions are not confined to any in- 
dividual locality but exist every- 
where. Readjustment is nation wide, 
and the whole world inactive in a bus- 
iness sense through reactions on in- 
ternational trade. 

Hut Mr. McGill sounded a note of 
optimism by stating that in the last 
analysis lie believed the worst was 
over, tiiat the low point was reached 
in December. Since then savings bank 
deposits have grown rapidly so that as 
a whole they are back to the stage 
ol last September and that the flnan 
cial situation in the country lias a 
promising outlook. Hut it will take 
time for the economic situation to get 
hack to a normal level and it will 
he the closing months before business- 
men note the rapid advancement in 
this respect. The question of employ- 
ment has a great deal to do with the 
subject in that when people tire work- 
ing, their purchasing power increases 
and in turn production is increased 
through the demand thus created. 
There is nothing to bo pessimistic 
over and in a few years we will look 
back on the present and laugh over 
our fears. With the resources that 
tills country has at hand and the rapid 
strides being made in science we 
should be on the upgrade for a cen- 
tury. But if we go at too fast a pace 
reactions will occur which will set us 
hack momentarily. Mr. McGill warned 
tlie business men that over extension 
of credit should be guarded against 
while purchasing power was low.

men on March 3rd. no opposition ap- 
peared, and that if the people of New- 
ton Highlands believed the location a 
dangerous one, they certainly would 
have protested as they are usually 
alive to any such situation. He argued 
that instead of creating a dangerous 
condition, the filling station would 
make the corner more safe by causing 
tlie removal of the house now located 
there. The Ward 5 alderman re- 
marked that he had been approached 
by a not disinterested person who 
was opposed to the granting of tlie 
petition. 

Alderman Bail, of Newton High- 
lands, asserted the location is very 
dangerous for a gasoline station. Au- 
tomobiles travel rapidly over the 
bridge at this place and cars coming 
out of a filling station would not have 
clear vision because of the bridge. 
He commented that he could not un- 
derstand where Alderman Tentpeiley 
obtained the information that New- 
ton Highlands residents are not op- 
posed to a filling station at this site, 
as every Newton Highlands resident 
lie had interviewed on this matter 
voiced opposition. 

Alderman Woodcock slated that he 
v as not influenced by anyone in. op 
posing the petition. He drove up to 
view the proposed station site and 
one look was enough to convince him 
that a station next to tlie blind bridge 
would be very dangerous. Alderman 
Powers said that he would vote 
against granting permits for filling 
stations on sites adjoining any of the 
railroad bridges in this city which 
have closed sides. 


POLICE NEWS 

A civil case in the Newton court 
Tuesday was that of Mrs. Gertrude 
Hayden. 27 Albion street, Newton Cen- 
tre. against Mrs. John Ro.vee of Albion 
place. Mrs. Hayden complained that 
a fence had been erected between her 
property and Mrs. Boyce's as a spite 
fence and that it spoils tlie view from 
her house. The fence is 6 feet, 10 
inches high and 46 feet long. It is 
of lattice work construction. Judge 
Weston asked Mrs. Hayden if she 
would withdraw her complaint if the 
fence were lowered in height by one 
foot and received an affirmative an- 
swer. He announced he would visit 
the place and look at the fence. 

A teletype machine was installed 
this week in police headquarters. This 
machine will enable the Newton police 
department to send and receive type- 
written communications to and from 
Boston and a number of cities and 
towns in the metropolitan area which 
possess similar machines. When au- 
tomobiles are stolen, robberies com- 
mitted or any news is desired to be 
I transmitted from one police depart- 
ment to surrounding places, teletype 
machines provide a means for very 
rapid communication. They work 
practically on the same system as the 
telegraph. 

Three colored men were in the New- 
ton court Monday and fined $25 each 
for disturbing the peace and $10 for 
drunkenness. The three were Edward 
Gasden, 19 Gerard court. West New- 
ton; Charles Shearer. 27 Dunstan 
street. West Newton; Carl Roane. 20

the meeting. James P. Gallagher, as 
attorney for Horace W. Orr, asked for 
a permit to make changes In the plans 
of the service building to he erected 
at the gasoline station which Is to 
he started at 211 Walnut street. The 
proposed building would have u 
frontage of 41 feet and would be of j 
brick construction. A written protest 
against the proposed changes in the 
service building was received from 
Peter Turchon, owner of the Colonna 
Apurtments located across Walnut 
street from the filling station site. 

John H. O'Neil, attorney for James 
C. Heffron. asked for a permit to alter 
the garage building at 966 Watertown 
street. West Newton, so that an out- 
side filling station can be conducted 
in connection with this garage. This 
permit is needed to make the garage 
a paying proposition. The building 
would be cut back and part of the 
low cement wall adjoining Davis court 
removed. Mr. John Enege^s of 942 
Watertown street staled he is not op- 
posed to the change provided the drive 
is from the front and that part of the 
wall along Davis court remains so that 
traffic at this corner will be safe- 
guarded. There was no opposition to 
the petition. 


APPEALS TO STATE FIRE MARSH- 
AL ON GASOLINE STATION 


Former Alderman George Heatheote. 
as attorney for Mrs. Mary O'Connor 
of 875 Walnut street has appealed to 
the State Fire Marshal from the deci- 
sion of the Board of Aldermen of New- 
ton. Tlie Aldermen on Monday night 
voted to grant the petition of the New- 
ton Cemetery Corporation asking for 
a permit to establish a gasoline filling 
station at tlie northwest corner of 
Walnut and Beacon streets, Newton 
Highlands. The protest reads as fol- 
lows; — 

Mr. John Reth 
State Fire Marshal 
Dept, of Public Safety 
State House 
Boston, Massachusetts 
Dear Sir: 

April 7, 1930. the Board of Aldermen 
of the City of Newton voted to give a 
gasoline permit to the Newton Ceme- 
tery Corporation to store and sell 
gasoline at the corner of Beacon and 
Walnut Streets, Newton. The permit 
allows 4000 gallons to be stored at one 
time. 

Mrs. M. O'Connor owner of adjoin- 
ing residential property protests the 
granting of this permit for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

1st. — That no need exists for another 
gasoline station at this site. There 
are already two large gasoline sta- 
tions at this corner — the Jenney Fill- 
ing Station with permit for 6000 gal- 
lons and tlie Standard Oil with permit 
for 3000 gallons. The Texas Company 
has a gasoline station 1-Stli of a mile 
away, directly opposite Newton Ceme- 
tery on Beacon Street. 

2nd. — That the proposed filling sta- 
tion conies within 30 feet of the resi- 
dence of Mrs. O'Connor who is a wi- 
dow with 4 children and has lived at 
that place since she was 8 years old. 
This filling station operated late at 
night and Sundays would be most un- 
desirable for the O'Connor family and 
would depreciate her property. 

3rd. — Judge Bacon. April 3. 1930, 
testified betore the License Committee 
that the cemetery could not directly 
operate the filling station, but thought 
the same could be done indirectly. 
Chairman Hawkins of the License 
Committee agreed to have City Soli- 
citor Joseph Bartlett rule on the legal- 
ity of this phase of the situation, but 
never did so. The legality of the 
whole proposition should be cleared up 
before the gasoline permit is issued. 

Tlie Newton cemetery is very 
wealthy, some cemetery lots selling 
for many thousands of dollars. It has 
no taxes to pay, and ought not to be 
allowed directly or indirectly to go 
into the gasoline business. This is 
the first case in Newton where a cem- 
etery has applied for a gasoline filling 
station permit: it is also the first time 
3 permits have beeu issued for 3 of 
the 4 cornei-s of an intersecting street. 

4th. — The proposed site is not 
thickly setited. The Newton cemetery 
owns a great many acres of land that 
are devoted strictly for cemetery pur- 
poses. There are also near by a great 
many acres of swamp lands so that 
with the three large stations now 
there, no need can possibly exist for 
another station. 

We respectfully submit that there is 
no need of another gasoline station at 
the corner of Beacon and Walnut 
street. Newton, and request you as 
State Fire Marshal to prevent the is- 
suance of a gasoline permit at Bea- 
con and Walnut streets, Newton, to 
the Newton cemetery.

Many have felt that a fair and im- 
partial presentation of the matter has 
not been made, and that the cards for 
the first poll, which were sent out with 
a letter signed by three well known 
citizens that may have influenced 
many to favor the project, do not rep- 
resent the real sentiment of the com- 
munity.

again approached. 

West Newton is a residential sec- 
tion of many children, and those who 
are most interested in their welfare, 
and in the future of this delightful 
neighborhood are vigorously opposing 
a commercial place of amusement 
which will draw to it an undesirable 
element, and tempt the young people 
from more wholesome forms of recre- 
ation. 

The gain to local merchants, which 
is purely a matter for speculation 
would hardly seem to counterbalance 
the change in the character of the 
village, and the harm done to the chil- 
dren who live here. 

It is to be hoped that Mayor Weeks 
will be guided in his decision by the 
best elements front all parts of the 
village.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Legislation lias gone through this 
week which will make far more 
equitable the excise tax law on auto- 
mobiles. The matter was new last 
year and it raised a chorus of pro- 
tests from all parts of the State. 
There is little wonder that people ob- 
jected. Everybody paid a full year's 
tax on his car and if he turned it in 
and bought a new one lie was taxed 
all over again for balance of the 
year. There were said to be instances 
where six people paid taxes oil tlie 
same car. If A bought his car in Jan- 
uary he paid for tlie full year. If B 
bought it in February lie paid the tax 
for 11 months on the same car. And 
on. with the result that there 
was a line revenue accumulated by tlie 
State on automobiles. Legislation was 
this year demanded so that now if a 
mail pays a full year's lax and later 
sells his car he gets a rebate for 
that portion of the year during which 
tlie car was not Ills. 

One subject that seems to have re- 
ceived far more attention than appears 
warranted is the bill providing for 
stamping prison-made goods. This 
week it was finally rejected by tlie 
House by a rollcall vote of 111 to 93. 
The Newton Representatives voted to 
reject the bill. 

Now it looks ns If cities and towns 
were to have the right to spend money 
for advertising “and other methods 
of promoting prosperity." Tlie bill 
which seems to be going along with- 
out a hitch has been amended by tlie 
House to provide that such expendi- 
tures shall he limited to $50,000 an- 
nually. 

Tlie Governor sent In this week his 
first veto of the 1930 session. It was 
against reinstatement under civil serv- 
ice after a lapse of time which the 
Governor said would, in ills opinion, 
"greatly prejudice the rights of both 
veterans and civilians on the eligible 
civil service list." His reasons for 
disapproval apparently convinced the 
House for the veto was sustained, 138 
to 71. Representatives Baker, Luit- 
wieler and Thompson voted to sus- 
tain the Governor. 

Mayor Weeks' petition that tlie city 
lie authorized to borrow money for 
the purpose of constructing and equip- 
ping a new City Hall is now before tlie 
Committee on Municipal Finance. It 
reads as follows: 

Section 1. For the purpose of con- 
structing. originally equipping and 
furnishing a new city hall, the city of 
Newton may, from time to time, within 
a period of five years from the ac- 
ceptance of this act. borrow such sums 
as may he necessary not exceeding In 
the aggregate seven hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, and may issue bonds 
or notes therefor, which shall bear 
on their face the words 'Newton City 
Hall Loan, Act of 1930.’ Each au- 
thorized Issue shall constitute a sep- 
arate loan and such loan shall be paid 
in not more than fifteen years from 
their dates, but 110 issue shall he au- 
thorized under this act unless a sum 
equal to an amount not less than ten 
per cent of such authorized issue is 
voted for the same purpose to be 
raised by tlie tax levy of the year 
when authorized. Indebtedness in- 
curred under this act shall be in ex- 
cess of the statutory limit but shall, 
except as provided herein, he subject 
to chapter forty-four of the General 
Laws, exclusive of the limits contain- 
ed in the first paragraph of section 
seven thereof as revised by chnpter 
three hundred and twenty-four of tlie 
ucts of nineteen hundred and twenty- 
eight. 

"Section 2. This net shall take

JANSE GETS GARBAGE 
CONTRACT 

A contract for more than a quarter 
of a million dollars was given yester- 
day to John A. Janse of 443 Parker 
street, Newton Centre, by Mayor Sin- 
clair Weeks of Newton, for the collec- 
tion of garbage in t lie "Garden City" 
for the next live years. Janse has 
been in charge of the City's collection 
of garbage during the pust three years. 

Tlie contract provides for daily col- 
lections of garbage at every store, 
hospital and public institution and 
weekly removal of similar refuse in 
all of the eleven villages of the city. 
For this work, characterized by Mayor 
Weeks, as the most regular and most 
thorough collection ever undertaken 
by the city, Mr. Janse will bo'paid an 
annual fee of $53,850. 

The Newton system of garbage col- 
lection, now so widely copied, origin- 
ated with Mr. Janse. His employees 
in this service are virtually part of an 
"honor system". Each squad is assign- 
ed to an automobile truck and is res- 
ponsible for the collection of garbage 
in an assigned area. Every workman 
on tlie truck is equally responsible for 
tlie actions of the others in his squad. 
If any serious complaint arises in any 
section, the entire crew at fault is 
charged with the delinquency. Tlie 
men agree to tills and “make it hard" 
for any slacker whp jeopardizes their 
jobs by Ills actions.

There Is to ho n new bridge at Far- 
low Park. It will never have the 
same sentimental interest for me as 
tlie old one, no matter how attractive, 
how strong and enduring it may prove! 
I liked the old rustic span because it 
was linked with tlie memories of my 
boyhood days and ever since has been 
part of a picture that I shall always 
cherish. 

When I saw the workmen begin 
their labors of repairing the other 
day It never occurred to me that there 
would he anything necessary beyond 
a little patching. Then they told me 
however, that the whole tiling was “so 
far gone" it had to be taken down. 
Getting old, I thought — old and use- 
less. 

Then there came to my mind the 
days when, with other youngsters, I 
had scampered over it, in fli K ht 0 r 
pursuit, whatever the game of the 
moment demanded. A playground be- 
fore there were places provided for 
Play by scientific arrangement, a gath- 
ering spot for tlie juvenile population 
of Wards One and Seven who just 
“went out to play" and had no super- 
visor unless it was the man in tho 
blue coat and brass buttons. He might 
lie around or not and it might be 
that he didn't care just what we did 
providing nobody had telephoned a 
complaint to headquarters. 

Or perhaps lie was one of those 
who felt that "kids" were natural 
born devils and up to some kind of 
mischief. That kind of a policeman 
inspired tlie yell, "Cheese it. tlie cop!" 
and every man who defied the law in 
his early youth recalls the meaning 
of that cry. 

Tlie little artificial pond was an 
ocean to tlie kids with tiny sailboats. 
A wavering craft would receive a 
shove as it departed for the shores of 
Africa for a cargo of diamonds. Brave 
as its skipper's stout heart the boat 
was dependent upon tlie breeze as its 
owner was powerless to guide and pa- 
tiently waited for the wind. Maybe 
there was a miniature gale and his 
ship tossed on tlie waves, causing him 
to worry for War it would capsize. Or 
possibly there was no wind and the 
craft drifted until the mariner lost pa- 
tience, took off his shoes and stock- 
ings and went out and supplied the 
necessary power himself. 


How swiftly those days fled. Then 
came the afternoons and evenings of 
more sedate recreation in the shadow 
of tlie bridge of Farlow Park. Those 
strolls we big boys took always in- 
cluded, if it was in tlie rose-blooming 
season, an admiring view of the Chaf- 
fin garden. What dreams of tlie fu- 
ture were exchanged. Tlie lucky fel- 
low among us who was to be taken on 
a long trip by his parents would in- 
spire everyone to a determination to 
travel. How certain were we that 
when we got old enough we would 
view the wonders of the Orient and 
sail the seven seas as lightly as had 
the dinky sailboats in the concrete- 
bottom pond. 

What old-timer of Newton Corner, 
now one of the sllver-tlireads-among- 
the-golden or barber-cure-my-baldness 
boys, who hasn't tender recollections 
of Farlow Park bridge and his fair 
young companion. "She" may not 
have been tlie girl he married hut she 
was "tlie sweetest ever" then. If only 
she would “shake" all the others for 
you and let you lead her to the park 
how proud you were. And how, you 
maneuvered to get her up on the 
bridge where both of you would hang 
over the railing and gaze down into 
tlie "forty-fathom" pond. Never for a 
moment did either of you think of the 
water or of tlie dry surface, had the 
pond at that time been drained for 
cleaning. It was merely a trystiug 
place, with a rustic bridge, a moon, 
tlie majestic tower of Eliot church 
with its deep-toned clock, booming the 
hour that made iter say, “Come. I 
must he going home now, mother will 
he wondering where I am." 

Then, with all that happiness many 
years behind, tlie solitary stroll, with 
possibly your faithful dog to keep you 
from feeling too lonely. The chimes 
of Grace Church softly sending out 
the notes of ail old familiar hymn. The 
same trees, grown as yourself in 
height and circumference. The grass 
as green, tlie paths tlie same, hut trod- 
den by strange or younger feet. Yes, 
everything tlie same lint fraught with 
a meaning so different.

Prof. Kirtley F. Mather spoke on 
"Establishing the Canon" last Sunday 
morning at t lie reglular weekly meet- 
ing of the Mather Class in the New- 
ton Centre Woman's Club House. 

This was the se vent It lecture tills 
season in “Biblical Scholarship." 

Immediately after the crucifixion of 
Jesus, u lot of literature about Jesus 
developed, but the earliest part of the 
New Testament, as we have it today, 
was written In 51 A.B. It is Paul's 
First Epistle to the Thessalonians. 
Tlie Second EpiBtle to the Tltessa- 
lonians was written a little later in 
the Baine year. From 51 to 62 A.B. 
thirteen Epistles were written by 
Paul. 

Paul did not write for t lie purpose 
of making a contribution to literature. 
In every instance he wrote on the 
spur of the moment, in the midst of 
some compelling cause. The reason 
for writing is apparent somewhere in 
the letter itself. 

In t he very first decade after Christ 
we find controversies, sects, and de- 
nominations arising. The different 
leaders had their own interpretations 
and each one gathered his own fol- 
lowers. This caused a lot of trouble 
and hard feeling and Paul tried to 
straighten things out. 

There was, of course, danger to the 
early church from outside, especially 
from the Roman Government. The 
greatest danger, however, came from 
conflict within. The worst trouble of 
nil was caused by the Gnostics. They 
had a whole system of philosophy, 
railed Gnosticism. These people were 
tlte reverse or agnostics. They were 
tlie “knowing” people, whereas the ag- 
nostics are forever talking about what 
they do not know. 

These Gnostics claimed that things 
were revealed to them by angels. They 
were the forerunners of the spiritual- 
ists as a pseudo-semi-religious sect. 
They believed that spirits gave them 
knowledge in a mysterious way. To 
them revealed religion did not depend 
on Jesus or their own everyday life, 
hut rather on voices and visions. They 
hud quite a technique for the pur- 
pose of enabling them to hear voices 
and see visions whenever they wished. 
And then they determined their own 
conduct on the basis of these dreams 
and visions. It lias been demonstra- 
ted that if you starve yourself and mis- 
treat your body, you may readily hear 
voices. These Gnostics wrote out 
their ideas and distributed them. They 
made a deep Impression. 

Tlte opposition movement centered 
around Paul. He had a marvelous per- 
sonality. He organized a whole sys- 
tem of thought. He was as near a 
scientist as anyone could he at that 
time. He hud tremendous ability and 
energy. He was no Gnostic but he 
had one great and most important 
vision. Paul depended on tlie his- 
torical Christ. He emphatically main- 
tained that unless Jesus had been 
raised from tlte dead, all our faith was 
worthless. There was no written rec- 
ord. Everything was hearsay in 51 
A.B. Our written record came be- 
cause of Paul and the way lie empha- 
sized Jesus. In order to preserve tlie 
record accurately, it must he written 
down, so the Gospels were compiled. 

Paul's individual experience with 
Jesus made Jesus live for him. Jesus 
nnd His touchings were the high point 
in the intellectual and spiritual devel- 
opment of Paul. 

Paul fought Gnosticism. Some of his 
writings were aimed in direct combat 
with tlie principles of tlie Gnostics. 
He fought them especially in tlie mat- 
ter of leadership in tlie Church, the 
type of doctrine, and relations with 
the Gentiles. Ilis letters came out of 
i tlie white heat of controversy. If 
Paul had taken the trouble to work 
them over and edit them, he might 
I have done something or other to the 
literary style, and perhaps made some 
: tilings clearer to future generations. 
, but the letters would not have been 
' so effective. As it is. they register the 
highest point of indignation or ap- 
proval. They have tenseness, vigor. 
; and directness of purpose. Such let- 
; ters have force. 

In eleven years Paul wrote thirteen 
Epistles. They were sent immediate- 
ly to tlte individual or Church intend- 
ed as tlie recipient. Because so many 
' were sent to churches, we have them 
j today. They were put in the archives 
i and preserved. If they had been sent 
to individuals, most of them would 
probably have been lost. They be- 
came tite authoritative statement of 
Christian doctrine. Whatever differ- 
ence. if any, there might he thought 
ro exist between tlte teachings of 
Christ and those of Paul was entirely 
ignored for a thousand years. 

Paul's Epistles became tlie standard 
library of every church. 

The oldest church document is an 
apology by Justin Martyr, written in 
140 A.B. Tlie actual papyrus is in 
existence. It was an essay directed 
to the Emperor explaining what was 
going un in the Christian Church. He 
refers to tlte "Memory of the Apos- 
tles". He means the four Gospels. 

Tlie next oldest original document 
is a mutilated fragment found in the 
Ambrosial, library in Milan. This is 
tlie Muraaorlnn Fragment and was 
written in 190 A.B. It gives a list of 
tlie Books of Suited Scripture. It in- 
cludes the Gospels. Acts, uml thirteen 
Epistles of Paul. It dwells on the 
great personiil feeling and affection of 
Paul shown Yu tlie Epistles to Phile- 
mon, Titus, ami I and H Timothy, it 
ouiits James, B Peter. II and 111 John, 
Jude and Revelation. 

There were so many books, it be- 
came necessary to sift tlie material. 
The New Testament, as we have it, 
was not selected until much later. 

Irraaeus ol Pnmce, Tertullhut of 
Cartilage, and Clement of Rome were 
active tu helping to winnow tlie avail- 
able documents. 

Athanasius, Archbishop of Alexau- 
drill, sent a circular letter out on Eas 
ter, 267 A.D., giving the list of 27 
Books as we have them in the New 
Testament. In 397 A.B.. just 30 years 
Inter, tills list was formally and finally 
approved at a church meeting or 
synod at Carthage, and Hint settled 
what was to go into the New Testa- 
ment. Athanasius hud ruled out 12 
ol her documents.

The records and letters, which were , 
Included, were considered by contem- 
poraries, weighed In the balance, and :

The Newton Woman's Christian 
Temperance assembled at the Uni- 
tarian Church, Newton Centre, for the 
regular monthly meeting on Thurs- 
day last. 

Miss Cora Cobb presented the sub- 
ject of “Scientific Temperance In- 
struction" clearly and most happily. 

Dr. Marietta Ried brought many 
items from authorized sources to 
prove the truth of “Medical Temper- 
ance". Professor Bianchi, late profes- 
sor in the Royal University of Naples, 
after a life-time experience in South- 
ern Italy, a wine producing country, 
states, “that the poisonous influence 
of alcohol on the nervous system is 
unquestionable; the proof is direct 
and immediate. The continued use of 
wine through hundreds oj years has a 
degenerative effect. Alcohol, even in 
small quantities, in light wines and 
beers, retards eye-action to a point, 
which makes it unsafe for anyone to 
drive an automobile after taking one 
or two glasses of wine. The motion 
of the eyelid to cover the eye, when 
necessary for protection, was slowed 
down 90’ per cent, by a quantity of al- 
cohol so small that no indication of 
intoxication was apparent. Dr. Francis 
G. Benedict, director of the Carnegie 
Nutrition Laboratory since 1907, told 
the members of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Club in Roston recently. Dr. 
Benedict stressed the point that he 
was not taking sides on the prohibi- 
tion issue: but was presenting a dis- 
passionate laboratory analysis of the 
effects of moderate amounts of al- 
cohol. 

Light wines or beer should never 
again be legalized in the United 
States! Dr. Benedict made it clear 
j that he spoke as a physiologist and 
! based his decision on years of study 
j of alcohol as a food and of its effect 
; on the human system. A person who 
’ may not show tlie slightest sign of 
1 intoxication is being harmed in ways 
that involve his own well-being and 
that of others whose safety may de- 
pend upon his clear vision and steady 
head". 

j Sir Janies Barr, dean of the Med- 
I ical School of Liverpool University. 

, says that. "AH these medicated wines 
are an abomination and do an enor- 
1 mous amount of damage. The only 
! people who derive any benefit from 
them are those who foist them on the 
public. Physicians and Temperance 
workers are urged to educate against 
: these concoctions of tlie liquor-trade". 
| Irving Fisher of Yale University 
: points out illogical wet premises. "It 
lias been scientifically demonstrated 
land generally accepted by leading phy- 
; slciuns tiie world over that alcohol 
is never a stimulant, but always a 
| narcotic in its action". 

Professor Fisher asserts that “the 
obstacle to intelligent discussion of 
proposed plans for the reform of pro- 
hibition is that the average man does 
not even know how little he knows on 
the subject. 

He is generally sure that alcohol is 
a stimulant: that beer and wine are 
healthful rather than otherwise: that 
his thirst for these is a natural thirst 
nnd that most people can use them in 
moderation without danger of using 
| them to exeess. 

! Every one of these four common as- 
sumptions is demonstrably false".

Mexico’s Great Future. 

No Mother Love, No Nation. 
Married at Two Years of Age. 
To Grow Less Wheat. 

R ECENT visits to Mexico convince 
tills writer that to help In build- 
ing Mexico's prosperity would bo one 
way to build up United States pros- 
perity. The Mexicans possess an em- 
pire of unsurpassed beauty, fertility, 
mineral and other wealth. Tho 
Mexican people are hard, patient and 
skillful workers, and hundreds of 
thousands of Mexicans could, and 
gladly would, learn mechanical skilled 
trades, well paid. 

Some of the billions that our 
bankers lend so cheerfully to Europe, 
not always to get them back, could 
be lent to greater advantage and more 
safely, to Mexico. To help in building 
a greater and wealthier Mexico would 
be to create new and rich markets 
for the United States. 

Every new, good road in Mexico 
would mean many American automo- 
biles sold. Every Mexican, helped by 
credit to attain prosperity, would 
mean a new customer for American- 
made goods, pending the building up 
of all Industries in Mexico. 

This is the continent that Interests 
us. And tho nations that should have 
our sincere and generous co-operation 
are our nearest neighbors, Canada on 
the north, Mexico on the south. To 
build, north and south, with the aid 
of our unlimited wealth, the honor and 
deserved friendship of these two coun- 
tries would be to make this North 
American continent forever invulner- 
able to attack. 

There would be a triple alliance 
worth while — Canada, the United 
States and Mexico. Neighbors, friends, 
allies, respecting the rights, and con- 
tributing to the prosperity of the 
other two. 

Russia, forgetting Spartans’ history, 
plans a human society made to order. 
Children, taken from their mothers in 
babyhood, will be raised wholesale by 
the State. Mothers will enter fac- 
tories, and otherwise work the same 
as men do or, rather, as mares do on 
the farm. 

Russia should remember that when 
a mare is valuable, and a fine horse 
Is wanted, the mare is not put to work 
before the colt Is horn or afterward. 
Sparta educated Its youth. Trained 
young men to surprise and murder 
the miserable helots, slaves, on their 
way to work at sunrise, that the 
young men might be fierce in war. 

Fine theories were worked out there 
as in Russia, hut Sparta amounted to 
little. Athens, where human nature 
was allowed to develop according to 
rules — not suggested by Draco or 
Karl Marx — produced Greek grandeur, 
art, literature and philosophy. 

We are wound up at birth, to run in 
a certain way, our inborn impulses are 
our main springs, ami we cannot re- 
make ourselves. To interfere with 
the family, with the mother’s passion- 
ate love of her children, with man’s 
ambition, stimulated by duty to his 
family, and reverence for his father 
and mother, Is to Insure a nation's 
downfall. 

Throughout India, recently, thous- 
ands of little girls, from two to ten 
years of age, have been hurriedly 
married, a majority of them to full 
grown men, in time to escape pro- 
visions of a child-marriage law just 
promulgated throughout all British- 
India. The law does not apply to 
territories of native princes, gentle- 
men, that submit to British overlord- 
ship, draw their great revenues, and 
may do with little girls and others as 
they plense. 

No girl under fourteen, no boy 
under eighteen may be legally mar- 
ried in British-India, and there is 
deep resentment on religious grounds. 
The Hindu believes that a horrible 
destiny awaits tlie female child dying 
unmarried, ev.-n through no fault of 
her own. In a recent "marriage,” the 
Hindu bride was two years old, tho 
groom an adult. We are shockod at 
that, but very recently, good Presby- 
terians here and elsewhere, taught 
that an infant dying without baptism, 
through no fault of its own, was 
damned’ eternally. Wlmt’s the differ- 
ence? 

The Government asks farmers, for 
their own price protection, to reduce 
by two million acres Spring wheat 
planting in Minnesota and tho Dako- 
tas. Substitution of barley, rye, oats, 
alfalfa, sweet clover is suggested. 
That might help,” If other Stales re- 
duced acreage. But it is as difilcult 
for farmers as for others to change 
their habits. 


The price of wheat for the world Is 
made abroad, where our surplus is 
bought. Th it will continue, In spite of 
well-meant Government efforts to cre- 
ate uu artificial price. If our furmurs 
plant lets wheat oilier countries will 
plant more. Relieving the farmer is 
no simple problem. It could lie done 
by organizing wheat production us ws 
have organized automobile production, 
making It hopeless for foreigners to 
compete.

DEDICATE NEW 

FIELD BY VICTORY 

Tlie 1930 Newton high school base 
ball team dedicated ils new diamond 
at Clnflln Field last Saturday with an 
11 to 6 victory over the West Warwick 
(Rhode Island) High school nine. The 
visitors came here with an almost vet 
eran team, the catcher being the only 
new man. On the other hand Captain 
Perry Elrod was the only orange and 
black letter man and Warren Colby 
and George Hildreth, who made up the 
outfield with Elrod, were the only two 
others In the game with varsity ex 
perience. The infield was composed 
of Intermediate and junior varsity 
players of last year and under the cir- 
cumstances showed up exceptionally 
well. There were several instances of 
poor base running, hut the liberties 
they took with the visiting catcher’s 
arm, which was none too strong, more 
than made up for their failure In other 
directions. The pitching of Bob Dal- 
ton was the feature of the game. Dal- 
ton fanned ten and retired In the 
eighth inning with a 11 to 2 margin. 
Chipman relieved him and in the ninth 
tallied three runs, aided by two bases 
on balls. 

Warwick went down in order to 
start the game with the first two bat- 
ters fanning. Doucette, Newton leadoff 
man, reached third after dr .wing a 
base on balls, but his teammates could 
not bring him in. 

A fast double play, Barry to Dou- 
cette to Butler, after Dalton had pass- 
ed F. Barry of Warwlch with one down 
cut off the visitors’ chances in the sec- 
ond.

Tne thrill of ex- 
pectation, of suspense, the possibility 
of success with Hie next spin of the 
wheel, the next turn of the card, the 
next shovel of earth has kept men 
fighting odds since history begnn. says 
the St. Paul Dispatch. 

There is a romance to senrch for 
burled trensure, to stories of un- 
earned wealth wen In the gold fields, 
the roulette wheel, the gaming table 
and the stock mnrket that Is fas- 
cinating.

Varying Trade-Mark Law, 

In discussing the principles of trade- 
mark laws existing in tlie world two 
separate systems of law have to be 
considered, one system being that In 
force In the United States, Great 
Britain, France and a few other coun- 
tries where the first user of a trade- 
mark Is protected, and the other sys- 
tem where ownership is based on reg- 
istration of tlie mark. Tills intter sys- 
tem is used more generally throughout 
the Latin countries of the world. The 
law of the Uuited States Is practically 
unique in one respect. In that It re- 
quires ns a basis of the right to reg- 
ister * that the mark shall have been 
applied to goods sold In interstate or 
foreign commerce, tills requirement 
following tlie clause of the Constitu- 
tion In which trade-mark rights are 
recognized.

Borneo is a paradise for divorced hus- 
bands, as alimony Is not known there 
and freedom can be purchased for a 
song, John II. Provlnse, University of 
Chicago anthropologist with the AU- 
Ame7lcan Lyric anthropological and 
radio research expedition reported. 

Divorce is practiced freely among 
the Dyaks and marital ties are easily 
severed. As In this country, cruelty, 
infidelity and desertion are grounds 
for divorce.

Included in 
j the stuff were diamond rings, brooch- 
es. amber and pearl beads, valuable 
! watches and watches not so valuable, 
I antique Jewelry, pins, cigarette light- 
I ers, fraternal society emblems, costly 
handbags, a dozen or more pairs of 
opera glasses, three revolvers, nifty 
sots of cups designed for use in drink- 
ing strong liquor and three pocket 
flasks, one of which was not entirely 
empty. The loot was taken from the 
hotel to police headquarters at West 
Newton where Hughes assisted the of- 
ficers in identifying some of it. Much 
j of the cheaper jewelry he had pur- 
chased.

NEWTON CENTRAL COUNCIL 


The final meeting of the class for 
Volunteers was held on Friday. April 
fill, at 12 Austin street. Newtonville. 
The speakers included a representa- 
tive from each of the four organiza- 
tions in Newton whose work is pri- 
marily with “Family and Child Wel- 
fare” problems. 

Mrs. H. W. Ross. President of the 
Mothers' Rest Association, gave a 
brief summary of the history of her 
organization, from its beginning, thir- 
ty years ago. when the Baptist 
Church of Newton Centre felt the 
need of giving a summer outing to 
mothers and children, to its present 
All-Newton membership of 1253 per- 
sons. At first the vacation house was 
located in the old City Home in Wa- 
ban, but on the sale of this property, 

I its was necessary to move to Newton 
Highlands, then to Needham, and 
finally, in 1925. to its present site at 
Oak Hill. 

There are eleven acres of land, a 
pine grove, a brook, and altogether 
ideal surroundings. The house is a 
one-storv cement structure, with a 
room for each mother and three chil- 
dren. Last year there were six par- 
ties of twenty mothers each, making 
129 mothers in all. They are allowed 
to bring their children under six years 
old. and the average is three children 
to each mother. They are taught the 
proper care of their children by the 
resident nurse, and they absorb many 
lessons in housekeeping from the ex- 
ample of attractively furnished, well- 
kept rooms, and balanced rnea's prop- 
erly cooked and served. 

There are several ways in which a 
volunteer can help Mothers’ Rest: 

1 1 1 By becoming a paid member. 

' 2 1 By offering her services on the 
Visiting Committee. (3) By furnish- 
ing entertainment for the mothers at 
the party which is given every two 
weeks for them. An Open Sunday is 
held each year, geuerally the first 
Sunday in Juue at which time the pub- 
lic is invited to come and see the 
Mothers' Rest iu full swing. 

Miss Florence Fitzgerald. Director 
of the Public Welfare Department of 
the City of Newton, divides the relief 
I work into two groups: Mothers' Aid 
and Temporary Aid. There are thir- 
ty families receiving Mothers' Aid in 
Newton at present and sixty-two fam- 
ilies receiving Temporary Aid. which 
is a much larger number than for 
many years past, due to the great 
Increase in unemployment. 

The Department of Public Welfare 
is restricted by law as to what type 
of family it can help, because it is 
using public money, and this is not 
always understood by the general pub- 
lic. To obtain Mothers' Aid. one third 
of which comes from State funds, the 
mother must be a widow or her hus- 
band must he totally incapacitated, or 
insane. She can have no more than 
$200 iu the bank, no real estate with 
assessed value over $3000. no male 
boarders except a father or brother, 
and no illegitimate children. She can 
work part-time, but she can not have 
a full-time job; and no aid is given 
to a mother with only one child unless 
she is physically incapacitated. 

Temporary Aid includes cases of old 
age. desertion of husband, short-term 
jail cases, and unemployment. In the 
case of unemployment, the man must 
work out his allowance of $3.50 a day 
at the City Home, where he is given 
a good dinner. The money given is 
carefully budgeted and deductions are 
made for income from pensions, rent- 
als. part-time work, wages of children, 
etc. Sick people are taken care of by 
Dr. Lowe, the city physician, either at 
home or at the Newton Hospital 

Anyone residing in Newton and 
tieediug aid can apply, even if they 
are newly arrived in the city. New- 
ton takes particularly good care of its 
poor, families who come from other 
cities remark upon this fact, and the 
State House often sends studeuts to 
Newton to study our methods. 

Miss Ruth Chapin, General Secre- 
tary of the Newton Welfare Bureau, 
explained how the work of the city 
and the Bureau are both necessary. 
While the City is limited by law and 
is responsible to the public, the New- 
ton Welfare Bureau is a private or- 
ganization responsible only to its 
board of directors; and for this reason 
it can help many people whom the 
City is powerless to aid. For exam- 
ple. unemployment is taken care of 
by the City, but not uuder-eiuploy- 
incut, when a man with a family of 
eight may he earning only fourteen 
dollars u week. Temporary unem- 


ployment due to sickness or other 
emergency is another example — and 
there are countless others. The New- 
ton Welfare Bureau can give instant 
relief in an emergency when neces- 
sary. and investigate later. 

Many cases are referred by the 
schools of Newton so that the Bureau 
is really doing School Visiting every- 
where except in the Newton HigJi 
School and the Stearns School which 
are already covered. They represent 
the Traveler's Aid in Newton and are 
responsible for any calls which may 
ccme to them in this way. The Xmas 
seal money is spent by the Newton 
Welfare Bureau for prevention of 
tuberculosis by sending tuberculosis 
contact children to health camps each 
summer. 

The Newton Welfare Bureau cannot 
do its work without the help of volun- 
teers: and there are many ways in 
which their help is needed. Actual 
case work can be done if the volun- 
teer is willing to take training and 
tesponsibility; or she may prefer to 
give out clothing or simply drive her 
car. The Newton Welfare Bureau 
never asks for help unless is it abso- 
lutely necessary; and if the volunteer 
could understand this, there should be 
no cause for criticism on her part. 

Mrs. Celia Wellman as woman pro- 
bation officer, has the care of all ju- 
veniles seven to seventeen years old, 
and all women, including the care and 
Investigation of domestic relations and 
non-supporting cases. The chief pro- 
bation officer. Mr. Enegess. has the 
care of all non-pavinents in war-sup- 
port and all moneys paid through the 
court on probation cases. 

Mrs. Wellman has charge of all un- 
official complaints, and this part ot 
her work has grown so that last year 
about 150 juveniles were handled in 
this way. thus preventing records be- 
ing made and vet impressing on par- 
ents the need of care and oversight 
for their children. Judge Bacon and 
Judge Weston are intensely inter- 
ested in the juveniles and *it is 
through them that Mrs. Wellman is 
allowed to handle many cases unoffi- 
cially. 

Those of you who not know of the 
work which the Newton Circle is do- 
ing in the District Court will be in- 
terested to learn that for the last 
fourteen years the Circle has carried 
on a Social Service Department in the 
Court. Mr. John T. Lodge is the 
President of the organization and Mrs. 
Wellman is the social worker. Girls 
who make illegitimate child com- 
plaints are cared for through this de- 
partment. legal advice is given them 
as to their rights, and follow-up work 
is also done. 

Mrs. Wellman has four suggestions 
to the volunteer before she begins 
work: tl) Never advise unofficial 

handling of illegitimate child com- 
plaints — the help of the Court is need- 
ed if there is to be an effective set- 
tltneut. (2) Avoid drawing conclu- 
sions in domestic relation cases — im- 
partial investigation is essential. t3) 
Never advise breaking up a home or a 
separation of any kind — get advice 
from the Probation Department. (4) 
Do not criticise wife or husband until 
sure of your ground — it will probably 
be used against you.

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THE NEW COURTHOUSE SITE 

The Middlesex County Commissioners have chosen to erect 
the proposed new County Courthouse in West Newton on a 
site which has frontage on both Elm and Cherry streets. Al- 
though a site on the “triangle” at Newton Centre was undoubt- 
edly considered it was rejected because of the fact that West 
Newton was more easily accessible for the majority of those 
who depend on public transportation facilities. It has not been 
planned to provide quarters for the court in the new City Hall, 
whether it is eventually erected in West Newton or not. as the 
rental fee which the County was willing to pay was entirely 
incommensurate with the additional cost which would be en- 
tailed by so doing. In recent years it has been the practice 
of some counties to erect imposing courthouses and other pub- 
lic buildings. We trust that Middlesex County officials will 
provide a building of adequate size but without too much or- 
namentation and expense to the taxpayers. 


CONSIDER LOCAL WORKMEN 

It is to be regretted that Newton contractors are not award- 
ed more contracts for buildings erected by the city. With many 
hundred Newton workmen idle the local unemployment prob- 
lem would be diminished and the business of local merchants 
aided through the increased purchasing power of those who 
would be employed by the local builders.

Water Filtration Ha* 

Curbed Disease Spread 

About 1SS7 It was announced by 
Percy Fninklnnd nnd others that sand 
filtration removed nearly nil the bac- 
teria in water. Five years later came 
the outbreak of cholera in Hamburg, 
and a striking demonstration was af- 
forded of protection through filtra- 
tion Hamburg nnd Altona, two cities 
on the Elbe river, both used the river 
its a source of water supply. Hamburg 
ti:ed unlittered water; Altona filtered 
Its supply. When cholera infection of 
l be river water occurred, Altona es- 
caped with only a few cases. Ham- 
burg, on tlie oilier hand, bad an enor- 
mous number. 

Following the rapid advance of tlie 
science of bacteriology In the '80s and 
Ws, It wits natural to consider tlie 
possibility of purifying drinking wa- 
ter by the addition of chemical disin- 
fectants. The first systematic use of 
chlorine In water Is credited to Hous- 
ton nnd McGovern In England In 1904 
nnd 1905. The present world-wide use 
of chlorine disinfectant of public wa- 
ter supplies, however, is due largely 
to the work of George A. Johnson, 
who, In 1908. used blenching powder 
("ehlorlde of lime") for the purifica- 
tion of Jersey City’s water supply. — 
New York Times.

Purifying Public Water 

The first noteworthy movement in 
this country fur the purification of a 
public water supply was made in I860, 
according to the New York Health 
department, when St. Louis sent James 
I‘. Kirkwood to Europe to Investigate 
tlie methods practiced there. On his 
return Kirkwood made mi elaborate re- 
pert that water engineers still regnrd 
as a classic. In 1872. about five years j 
after Kirkwood's death, a plant was j 
built at Poughkeepsie in accordance 
with Ills plans. This was the first 
P ra e* ,| attempt at purification of a 
municipal water supply In America. 


Unrepo»e Prose

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

Late Wednesday afternoon the Com- 
mittee on Municipal Affairs reported 
favorably on Mayor Weeks’ bill to 
borrow money outside the debt limit 
for building a new city hall. Last 
Monday morning tlie committee Held 
a hearing at which tlie measure was 
discussed. Representative Baker, 
City Solicitor Bartlett and others were 
present and ad dressed the commit- 
tee. There was no opposition. 

Gov. Allen has signed a resolve 
which provides that during the Ter- 
centenary celebration the State shall 
prepare for a public exhibit and dem- 
onstration of governmental activi- 
ties, including accomplishments in the 
executive and administrative branches 
of the government. Under the provi- 
sions of the resolve, according to an 
announcement made by John D. 
Wright, secretary to the Governor, tlie 
State government will at some time 
during the tercentenary year present 
in Boston and possibly in Springfield, 
and, if feasible, in other sections of 
the State a demonstration of State ac- 
tivities, indicating achievements and 
accomplishments in various fields of 
operation which are under the direc- 
tion of the Commonwealth. The ex- 
position, according to Mr. Wright, will 
undoubtedly he patterned after others 
that have been held in New York and 
other sections of tlie country, present- 
ing in a practical way how the State 
functions are being carried out. 

Veterans of the Spanish War are 
exempt, if they so request, front the 
payment of a poll lax under the provi- 
sions of a bill signed by Governor Al- 
len. Tlie measure also allows them 
$1000 exemption on real and personal 
estate providing the combined value 
of both does not exceed $5000. Veter- 
ans of tlie Philippine insurrection and 
also the Chinese relief expedition, bet- 
ter known ns the Boxer uprising, are 
also included in the bill. Wives and 
widows of all such veterans receive 
the same exemptions. 

Governor Allen has had prepared a 
new souvenir of tlie Executive Depart- 
ment. it is a folder of parchment on 
which there Is a picture of the pres- 
ent State House and a description and 
a smaller sketch of the old State 
House and a description. It also has 
the Governor's autograph and the seal 
of the Commonwealth in gold and 
blue. It makes a particularly pleasing 
gift. Without doubt it will he grate- 
fully received by visitors who are ex- 
pected to he numerous this summer 
due to tlie tercentenary and the many 
conventions planned. 

An order lias been advanced to pro- 
vide for tlie appointment of it special 
committee of three Senators and nine 
Representatives with authority to 
make all necessary arrangements for 
appropriate commemoration Oct. 20 
at 11 a. m. of "the first General Court 
held on American soil under the char- 
ter of March 4, 1629, granted to the 
Governor and the company of the 
Massachusetts Bay in New England, 
saitl first General Court have been 
held in Boston, Oct. 19, 1630." 

The Supreme Judicial Court lias 
given an opinion on the initiative peti- 
tion for a State fund for compulsory 
automobile liability insurance. The 
court holds that many of tlie features 
of tlie bill are unconstitutional. This 
seems to put an end to the possibility 
of any material changes at this ses- 
sion of the General Court in the exist- 

g automobile insurance law. 

About seven of tlie 27 joint standing 
committees have disposed of all the 
matters before them. A comparative- 
ly small number of petitions and bills 
remain, although there are hearing 
dates set for next week which means 
that in some committees business is 
dragging. With the end of the Gar- 
rett investigation in sight and the as- 
surance that the Attorney General 
will have his report ready before May 
1 the Legislature is beginning to think 
tiiat prorogation may be reached 
early in June. 

A broadcasting station has been es- 
tablished in the State House office of 
tin: Governor''. Committee on Street 
and Highway Safety. It is directly 
linked with tations WBZ and WBZA. 
The formal opening took place 
Wednesday morning with Governor 
Allen delivering tlie first safety broad- 
east. From this studio the executive 
staff of the Governor's Committee will 
Hash daily bulletins on highway safe- 
ty topics at 1 1 : 55 a. m. except on Mon- 
day when tlie hour will he 10 a. m. 

On rollcall Representatives Baker, 
Lultwieler and Thompson voted 
against tlie Hill to establish a State 
hoard of registration in harboring. 
The House passed the bill to be en- 
grossed. 

Governor Allen lias signed tlie hill 
to provide for the funding or crediting 
of illegal or excessive bank taxes for 
the years 1927 to 1929 inclusive. The 
collections were made on order of the 
State Tax Commissioner and the 
hanks and trust companies involved 
appeal to the Supreme Court which 
ruled against the Tax Commissioner. 
The amount involved, which the State 
will have to pay hack, is estimated at 
$475,000.

ABOUT TOWN

Street Department employees under 
tlie direction of Mechanic Bert Stuart 
have been building cement liases 
around tlie cast steel bases of some 
of the traffic signals in the city. The 
cast steel liases could not withstand 
the blimps received from automobiles. 
This crew lias also painted traffic lines 
tit Auburndale and other villages 
which nre an improvement over the 
old. less legible markings. Tlie num- 
ber of lights Illuminating tlie “safety 
island” at Nonantum square lias been 
reduced from 14 to 7. 

It seems a waste of time for police- 
men to make charges of "manslaught- 
er” against reckless autoists who are 
involved in fatal accidents. Even 
when such drivers are obviously guil- 
ty. either they are not indicted on the 
"manslaughter” charge or they are 
found not guilty. Perhaps if a few 
homicidal autoists were found guilty 
of manslaughter and properly pun- 
ished, tlie number of fatal automobile 
accidents might be lessened. “Pun- 
ishing” by suspended sentences auto- 
ists found guilty of reckless driving 
also does not tend to diminish tlie 
number of pedestrians killed and 
maimed by "speeders." 

Tlie BOSTON POST deserves credit 
for exposing those “super-patriots" 
who are healthy enough to hold high- 
salaried jobs and yet. are drawing big 
pensions from the government for al- 
leged disabilities. There are a lot of 
hypocrites in tills country who wave 
the flag, prate about their intense love 
for country, admonish others to lie 
loyal Americans and at tlie same time 
are being subsidized out of tlie* na- 
tional treasury through false pre- 
tences. And they are more contempt- 
ible because they are receiving allow- 
ances that should go to poor fellows 
who are really physically unfit and in 
want because of disabilities received 
from service in the late war. 

The old Central Block at Newton- 
ville is being demolished at its easter- 
ly end.

QNE THING ANT} 
ANOTHER

By this time you have probably 
made up your mind as to how you 
will spend the holiday. I am assum- 
ing, of course, that the holiday is 
yours to spend and that you are not 
obliged to work at the same old grind. 
Maybe you nre hoping to get busy in 
the garden or around tlie bouse. In 
that case you'll work just tlie same, 
but it will he a diversion. Until re- 
cently I had an idea that a small mi- 
nority celebrated Patriots’ Day in the 
manner in which it should be celebra- 
ted while others were merely play- 
boys and play girls. As far as that 
goes I am probably right In my guess. 
Still, I have always felt that in tlie 
good old days they used to show more 
respect for such occasions. 

Well, let's see about' that. Patri- 
ots' Day, which is exclusively a Mass- 
achusetts holiday, was first observed 
in 1894, thirty-six years ago. It was 
made a holiday under the provisions 
of a bill which called for tlie abolition 
of "Fast Day". Many are aware of 
these facts, but there are tilings that 
are known only to a few and which I 
feel the readers of this column will be 
interested to learn. I found them by 
reading George J. Varney’s, “The 
Story of Patriots' Day", published in 
1895 by Lee and Shepard. 

He says: “The first proclamation 
for the new holiday in the good Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts was is- 
sued on the 1 1 tli of April, 1894. There 
was no form of celebration to serve as 
a precedent in its observance, and the 
time was short for suitable consider- 
ation. Tlie manner of keeping it; 
which actually, in different organiza- 
tions and communities, varied from re- 
ligious meetings and social and liter- 
ary gatherings, to public balls and 
private dancing parties, tennis, golf, 
cricket and other games; races, re- 
gattas, fireworks with band music and 
bell-ringing salutes, military parades 
and sham fights — thus ranging in 
character from that of the time-hon- 
ored Fast Day, whose place the new 
holiday has taken, to that of the 
4th of July and the old Muster Day. 

As far as I can find the only omis- 
sions made by the people of 1894 were 
baseball, automobiling and week-end 
visits. We, in this year of grace, have 
dropped a few of their outdoor pas- 
times if you will carefully note Mr. 
Varney’s list. But even then they got 
in golf, which was a bit of surprise to 
me. I knew it was played then, but 
I had no idea it was common enough 
to be recognized. 

Newton people, who. like myself, 
like to lie pick up interesting infor- 
mation about distinguished Newton 
residents of tlie past will find in Mr. 
Varney’s tiook some tilings about Dr. 
S. F. Smith, author of “America" that 
are not a part of the widespread 
knowledge of that famous man. It 
appears that he wrote a poem, enti- 
tled “Paul Revere's Ride' and another 
called, “April 19. 1775". The latter 
was especially prepared for the cele- 
bration of tlie 119th anniversary of 
tlie Battles of Lexington and Concord 
Held by tlie International Order of 
King's Daughters and Sons. He read 
it at their entertainment in the Peo- 
ple’s Church. Boston, on the after- 
noon of April 19. 1894. 

I give tlie first and last stanzas of 
this five-stanza poem. 

Praise to tlie brave and true. 

When prompt to dare and do. 

To do or die. 

Blazoned on history's page, 

When for their storm age. 

Fearless the fight to wage. 

Scorning to fly. 

O, sons of noble sire. 

Who, through affection's fires, 

To triumph rod*: 

Proud of the deeds they wrought. 

With countless blessings fraught. 

Cherish tlie land they bought — 

The gift of God. 

In tlie same hook we find. "On tlie 
eve of April 19, 1894, there was a cel- 
ebration at Christ Church t tlie old 
North Church) Boston, of the restora- 
tion of its chimes, and of tlie signals 
from its tower for tlie messenger to 
warn Lexington and Concord of the 
approach of the British troops. At 
one point Dr. Smith attempted to 
leave tlie church, but was captured at 
the door by his friends, and brought 
back to the platform, while the peo- 
ple cheered. He was besought to 
make a speech, but confessed his in- 
ability to do so. 'But' said lie. ‘I have 
something which I have written here' 
and suiting the action to the word, he 
drew a roll of manuscript from his 
pocket. From this he read tlie fol- 
lowing original poem". 

I shall not attempt to reprint all 
the verses, but here are the first and 
last of the poem which is called “Paul 
Revere's Ride": 

Hang out the lanterns! Let oppres- 
sion quail — 

Tlie pen of History shall record the 
tale; 

A feeble taper flashing o'er the sea, 
But the first signal light of liberty. 

Strong men, great hearts, the stirring 
times required. 

With matchless zeal and fervent pur- 
pose tired; 

But none more grandly served the 
cause so dear 
Than the brave-patriot rider. Paul Re- 
vere. 

Not without further and possibly 
futile protest shall 1 cease my cam- 
paign against bicycle riding on tlie 
sidewalk. It (tlio campaign) has 
been going on some years now and 
all I cun say is that there is less rill- 
ing of that character today than for- 
merly. 1 do not attribute tlie pres- 
ent condition to police activity or tlie 
ontiinial grumblings of those who, 
like myself, don't believe in this sort 
of thing. I think it Is due to tlie tact 
that fewer people are riding bicycles. 

However, the weather hasn't been, 
for any long stretch of days at least, 
as propitious as it might have been. 
.Marbles ami bicycles and roller 
skates and other tilings that glide 
along our sidewalks are just begin-

nlng to appear in large numbers. So 
there may be after all many more cy- 
clists in 1930 than now seems likely. 
Therefore. I won't make any rash 
prophecy as to what may or may not 
happen. 

I will turn to a recent incident that 
came under my personal observation. 
On the sidewalk of a street where 
there are as many single houses as 
may be built without violation of the 
law I saw a man riding a bicycle. He 
was making it in “high" and the tails 
of his long overcoat floated out like a 
sail. There was little traffic in the 
street, tlie surface of the thoroughfare 
was dry and smooth and nothing 
could possibly be offered as an excuse 
by tlie offender — if it is still an of- 
fence to ride a bicycle on the side- 
walks in Newton. 

Out of one of tlie houses came an 
elderly woman. She had a right to 
assume that the sidewalk was pro- 
vided for use of pedestrians. At least. 
I suppose that she did. but anyway 
she so approached the sidewalk. Down 
tlie street came tlie lone rider. Pow- 
erless to help I waited to see him 
bowl the woman over. But he didn't 
because she happened to look up and 
see him first. Her presence made no 
difference to him for he maintained 
his straight path and paid no attention 
to tlie woman who came so near be- 
ing struck. 

I sympathize with the views of 
mothers who are fearful lest their lit- 
tle ones meet with an accident should 
they ride bicycles in the street among 
automobiles. There is a danger, a 
grave one. under such conditions. But 
a grown man is well able to take care 
of himself and his bicycle when a 
part of vehicular tfaffic. The police 
are alert when it conies to getting 
after automobilists for non-stop of- 
fences. Let us install some “STOP" 
signs for sidewalk bicycle riders and 
divert some of the police energy to see 
that tlie signs ore obeyed. 


Whatever Newton does in tlie mat- 
ter of celebrating the tercentenary of 
tlie founding of Massachusetts Day 
Colony, the 300th anniversary of the 
founding of the General Court and 
other events of 1980, Watertown is cer- 
tain to make a lot of its rich histori- 
cal possessions. If we choose we go 
there and see tilings, even if in New- 
ton our observance is not so extensive. 
But then I atn sure whatever Newton 
does will be of high order. 

Good luck to our Watertown neigh- 
bors. It must be disappointing to tlie 
residents there that the Legislature is 
not disposed to hold a formal session 
in that town as the town requested. 
A special committee of our law- 
makers on Deacon Hill turned down 
Watertown’s Invitation for a session 
there. For my own part l thought 
that Watertown had made out a pretty 
si l ong case in its contention that tlie 
Genmal Court's first session was held 
there. The legislative committee de- 
clares that the "General Court, as a 
law-making body, is of unique charac- 
ter, and would lose its peculiar signi- 
ficance it merged with any other his- 
torical celebration. That is proba- 
bly a good reason. 


Still, if Watertown wants the Leg- 
islature present in a body at its cele- 
bration of the founding of the Mass- 
achusetts Bay Colony and of the town 
itself there is no doubt it may have it. 
The committee "suggest the appropri- 
ateness of members of the General 
Court accepting an invitation, if prof- 
erred. to go to the town of Water- 
town on such a day in the current 
year as may he determined upon by 
that town as the day of its local ter- 
centenary celebration. The General 
Court on that day might well adjourn 
at an early hour to facilitate the per- 
fecting of arrangements". 

Before I go further in this tercen- 
tenary matter I would like to express 
the hope that everybody interested 
has had a look at the book published 
under the direction of the State De- 
partment of Education and which 
gives suggestions, together with ma- 
terial. for celebrations this year by 
school children and others. Here is a 
volume compiled by a committee of 
prominent men and women educators, 
it is a patriotic book prepared by pa- 
triots. They deserve that distinction 
as people who give their time and 
labor to the State and ask no reward 
are certainly patriotic in the extreme. 
Get a copy of this book, the distribu- 
tion of which is free, if you want to 
possess something of tme value and 
helpfulness. 

It is permissible to have music with 
one's meals in a public restaurant in 
Newton providing the proprietor of 
the place doesn't supply it. according 
to a ruling of the City Solicitor. At 
least I so gather from reading a re- 
port of a recent meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen. It appears that tlie pro- 
prietor may furnish the apparatus but 
the customers must start it going by 
dropping a nickel in the slot. Then 
tlie Aldermen may not interfere. 1 
have hoard music, so called, in a pub- 
lic restaurant which made me want to 
summon the police, but I never would 
have thought of appealing to our city 
fathers. 

But this has become a supervisory 
age and hardly anything may be done 


publicly or privately that is not sub- 
ject to a governing body called upon 
to say yes or no. Such restraint is 
no doubt good for us here in Newton. 
Like many Massachusetts^ residents 
when we actually want to cut loose we 
take a train for New York or a boat 
for Bermuda. If one hasn't the money 
one's behavior is much more exem- 
plary. The same in the case of eat- 
ing-place music — if you haven't got a 
nickel things are sure to be more 
quiet. The difficulty is that there is 
always someone among the diners who 
can readily find a five-cent piece. He 
might better use it to tip the waiter, 
iu my opinion, but I do not wish to 
be critical so let him start the musi- 
cal contraption if he must. 

It happens that I am one of those 
people who all their lives had been 
admonished by devoted refatives and 
friends. “You shouldn't eat so fast”. 
Nothing makes me eat faster than a 
mechanical music producer. I cannot 
say that it is the effect of the melody 
or the tempo. Whether a waltz or a 
march or one of the more rapidly mov- 
ing themes I speed-up and the victuals 
disappear so rapidly that I myself am 
astonished. The reason is that there 
is a race on. I always view those 
music-boxes with a challenging eye. I 
wait for it to start. If there is no 
tune forthcoming I am disappointed. 
But if a nickel is dropped iB the slot 
and the wheels and chains and other 
things begin to move and the grinding- 
out of a selection is started I jump at 
tlie food. From then on I strive to 
see who will finish first.

Newton Federation 

A plan of great interest . and most 
I worthwhile. Is the announcement In 
I the Club World this week by the Fed 
! erntlon which welds together about 
I 4,000 women in the city. It Is n plan 
that should attract the attention of 
I all citizens, and one In which all 
interested in civic affairs can And a 
most valuable addition to thei' Unowl 
edge, past and present. 

The Newton Federation is preparing 
to take an active part in the Newton 
Tercentenary celebration. 

! That organization, when first invited 
to undertake a “clean-up campaign" 

! to precede the celebration in June 
accepted that invitation cheerfully 
and t lie work is well on its wav. under 
the able direction of Mrs. J. Mace 
Andress. Other organizations and 
civic committees are generously co- 
operating with the Federation in this 
effort to make Newton even more than 
I usually attractive to tercentenary vis- 
itors. 

It is to tie hoped that no one man 
lives in this fair city like that person 
described in the following lines, quot- 
| ed from an old report of an Improve- 
ment Association: — 

“He called for a city beautiful: 

He shouted it day by day; 

He wanted a City where noise was not. 

Where the spirit of art should sway: 
He wanted a city that should be fair. 

Where tilth might never be seen, 
And forgot, in spite of the zeal he 
had. 

To keep his back yard clean." 

The Federation will also contribute 
to the Tercentenary an all-Newton 
exhibit of Creative Arts, and objects 
of Historic interest. Mrs. J. Freethy. 
of Newton Centre, will be general 
chairman of the Art and Loan Exhi- 
bition. which will be held at some 
time during t lie general celebration in 
the Newton Woman’s Club House. 

There is every reason to believe that 
very many beautiful works of art will 
be "shown, as well as interesting and 
valuable possessions of historical in- 
terest. from homes of families who 
have long been residents of Newton. 
A Loan Exhibition was held in the 
old Claflin Mansion, in 1907, In con- 
nection with a Bazaar which was con- 
ducted by the Newton Federation of 
Women's Clubs, on the Claflin Estate 
— then known as “The Old Elms," in 
Newtonville. A list of pictures, books, 
furniture, rare laces, jewelry, etc., 
which were exhibited then, is in the 
hands of the Tercentenary Art com- 
mittee, and many of those valuable 
antiques will be seen again. Also, 
in 1907, a book was published by the 
Newton Federation, which was sold 
at the Bazaar, and by interested men 
and women throughout the City. The 
title of the book is "The Mirror of 
Newton Past and Present." 

Tlie cover of the hook was designed 
I by Mrs. Charles Copeland, of Newton 
Centre, a well-known artist. 

I In the ornamental design around 
all sides of the cover, are introduced 
names of the earliest settlers of New- 
ton. “Elliot" holds the first and cen- 
tre place at the top of the cover, and 
I other names appear in order of their 
settlement in Newton, reading as the 
hands of a clock go around. 

In the centre of the cover is a copy 
of the Governor Bradford seal. From 
cover to cover, the book is full of in- 
teresting articles, telling of Newton 
history, churches, clubs, associations, 
in fact of all Newton interests, social 
and civic. 

The article, "Newton, Town and 
City." is quite the most authentic and 
complete history of earlier Newton 
which has been written. Albert Perry 
Walker, then of Newtonville, was the 
author. 

While several thousand copies were 
sold at tlie time of publication, en- 
thusiasm of the Mirror committee was 
so great that a large second edition 
was published. 

Of t hat edition approximately a 
thousand copies were left unsold. 
Those books have been stored in one 
of the Newton school buildings. 

Now, as a third contribution to the 
Tercentenary proceedings, tlie remain-

What the Communists Say 

The official organ of the Young 
Pioneers, the junior Communistic or- 
ganization in this country, has been 
received at the Norumbega Council 
Headquarters. General distribution of 
it has been made in one village, at the 
request of the Scout Committee Chair- 
man. The leaflet speaks in most in- 
flammatory terms against the Boy 
Scout Movement and indicates com- 
plete ignorance of the program and 
purpose of the Scouts. Copies have 
been made and are on display at the 
Council Headquarters, 259 Walnut 
street, Newtonville. The matter has 
been referred to the National Council 
for action. 

Board of Scout Examinations 

One of the most essential features 
requisite to successful Scouting is the 
maintaining of high standards in pass- 
ing tests. With this work in 2nd and 
1st Class requirements the Board of 
Scout Examinations is entrusted. Its 
staff is composed of experts in First 
Aid. signaling, map making and read- 
ing. who fully appreciate Scouting 
and require that the Scouts who ap- 
pear before them for testing meet 
high standards.

At the Nobscot Reservation 

The Sanitary Engineer of the Camp 
Committee, Mr. E. Sherman Chase, 
has recently made tests of the drink- 
ing water supplies at the Reservation 
and pronounces them almost sterile. 
Mr. Chase and also Mr. Gilcreas, who 
is a sanitary chemist as well as Scout- 
master of Troop 5, Centre, states that 
the Council is extremely careful in the 
care of its water supplies at the Reser- 
vation. Of the three approved new 
wells, one has already been completed 
and tiled in; it promises a plentiful 
supply of cold pure water. A second 
well is in process of digging and will 
probably require dynamite and the 
third will be started during the com- 
ing week. 

In addition these wells will supply 
additional safety for lire protection 
which is being developed at the Rest 
ration. Areas are being cleared 
around each cabin, all chimneys ar 
being screened; no gasoline lanterns 
or oil stoves are allowed on the Res- 
ervation: only electric torches may be 
carried through the woods in the dry 
season; twelve fire pump tanks have 
been purchased, in uddition to present 
Council and Troop equipment. 

Conservation Day will be observed 
at the Reservation on Saturday, May 
10th. when hundreds of red and white 
pine, spruce and hemlock will be set 
out. In uddition several dozen burry- 
bearing shrubs and trees will he 
planted to provide winter food for the 
birds. 

Mr. R. F. Alvord lias made a camp- 
ing gift to tlie Council of tent, double 
cot, cooking kit, stove and a small 
sleeping tent.

A fire alarm system Is to bo in- 
stalled at the Nobscot Reservation, 
to summon all Scouts and Scouts, 
when they are there, to a central 
point in case of fire. The "system” 
will consist of an old type fire bell 
which now bangs in (lie old fire sta- 
tion tower in Nobscot Village, which 
is a part of the town of Framingham. 
The Selectmen of that town have 
very kindly loaned the Norumbega 
Council (lie bell for use at the Reser- 
vation. It is to be erected in a thirty- 
five foot signal tower which is now 
being erected by Troop 5, Newton Cen- 
tre and will be approximately within 
1.500 feet, cross country of almost 
every cabin on the Reservation. There 
will be a general alarm and that will 
be followed by a "station” number, 
and everyone will then report to that 
tation prepared to fight fire.

In it, 
iniong other things, such as the In- 
dian collection which was taken to 
the Jamboree by the Norumbega 
Troop, will be placed the relief map 
of the Reservation which was made 
by the Scouts of Troop 5, Centre and 
displayed at the Merit Radge Exposi- 
tion last February. This map will 
have all trails and roads in the Reser- 
vation marked on it. that visitors look- 
ing at it and tlie typographical map 
of the Reservation placed above it will 
readily be aide to find their way about. 

Another new cabin will appear on 
the Reservation within tlie next few i 
days, for Troop 20 Newton Centre lias 1 
ordered a log cabin like several others 
on tlie Reservation.

Mrs. Hunt had I 
learned much of the pioneer days and 
she had interesting pictures to show, 
including the monument at Lawrence, 
Kansas, which commemorates the 
bravery of Joseph Lowe. Mrs. Hunt 
wore a beautiful pendant and bracelet, 
formerly the possession of her aunt.

Jackson, brother of Lucy Jackson, 
was narrated in an article written by 
Miss Barbara Keith, a descendant, and 
read by Mrs. A. D. Salinger.

ABOUT TOWN

Two weeks ago the GRAPHIC told 
that in the future streets in Newton 
would lie repaired by the "cold patch" 
method, asphalt being used instead of 
(lie objectionable tur which melts 
when the weather gels warm and 
stnenrs automobiles and also pedes- 
trian’s shoes, it was mentioned In the 
Item that during the past winter tar 
has been freely poured on the streets 
and this would result in sticky high- 
ways in Newton again this Spring and 
Summer. This prediction came true 
with the beginning of the hot spell 
last Monday. To lessen the nuisance 
as much us possible the Street De- 
partment should use all its resources 
in spreading sand and crushed stone 
on l he tarred streets. 

A Boston paper ’ last week had a ' 
news item containing a couple of i 
hundred words about a carrier pigeon ; 
which had fallen exhausted in Lynn. 
A large percentage of humans go 
through life without getting this much ! 
publicity. It is also true that many | 
pigeons don’t get into the newspapers. 
Apparently news values are peculiarly j 
determined. A few babies had their 
faces scratched while parked in baby 
carriages nt Newton Corner last week. ■ 
Boston papers printed columns and , 
columns about tills matter. Blit, when | 
a child is killed by an automobile in 
Newton, or elsewhere, usually news- j 
paper accounts of such a fatality are 
ilmited to a few lines. Of course 
deaths by automobile accidents have 
become commonplace. It is unusual 
for babies to have their faces scratch- 
ed. This happening will make many 
Newton mothers quite concerned 
about their babies — for a few weeks 
a nyway. 


A resident of Newton Corner has 
asked us to comment on tlie peculiar 
manner in which some persons "clean 
up" their yards. Their idea of “clean- 
ing up” is to rake tlie litter and debris 
on tlieir premises behind a garage or 
up against a neighbor's property, 
where it will he out of sight of the 
"Cleaner'’ but in plain view of tlie 
neighbor. This same person also sug- 
gested that school children in Newton 
should he instructed not to pull papers 
and other waste out of rubbish barrels 
to have such stuff blown about over 
neighboring lawns. 


Regular patrolmen on the Newton 
police force must serve over four 
years before they commence to receive 
the present maximum rate of salary 
of $2100. This fact makes it rather 
inconsistent to allow a patrolman who 
has been but three years on the de- 
partment to take the examination for 
sergeant. A sergeant’s salary is 
$2500 per annum. 

Monday Judge Arthur Beane of tlie 
Middlesex Probate Court granted the 
petition of Mayor Weeks to be allowed 
to drop his first name. The Mayor 
was christened Charles Sinclair Weeks 
but lie lias been, since childhood, com- 
monly called Sinclair. As tlie Mayor 
must sign many documents, it will he 
quite a saving of time and trouble to 
he freed from the bother of writing 
“C” before Sinclair on each signature. 

On October 15, 1S88, Frederick C. 
Morgan began his duties as a letter- 
carrier at the Newton postoffice. Free 
delivery of mall had been instituted at 
the Newton postoffice a few days 
previously with four letter-carriers em- 
ployed but it was found that another 
route was necessary and Mr. Morgan 
was appointed. Next Tuesday, April 
22nd. he will make his last trips as a 
member of the United States postal 
service. For more than 41 years Fred 
has been plodding over the hilly sec- 
tion of Newton Corner delivering let- 
ters, papers and magazines to resi- 
dents of that section. When lie first 
began this work, and for many years 
following, his route commenced at the 
corner of Vernon and Centre streets 
and Included Nonantum, Farlow and 
Skinner hills and the Centre street 
district from Hyde avenue southerly. 

A wiry little man, weighing less than 
115 pounds. Fred regularly toted loads 
of mail that equalled his weight. Dur- 
ing tlie more than 41 years of service 
he was absent from duty less than 30 
days because of sickness. For a num- 
ber of years lie might have taken ad- 
vantage of 10 days’ sick leave each 
year but lie seemed to thrive on hard 
work anil stuck to it. 

Four years ago, Mr. Morgan, having 
attained t ho age of 65, could have re- 
tired on pension. But lie was far from 
superannuated and was given an ex- 
tension to continue in active duty. He 
lias served two generations of Newton : 
people faithfully anil his hundreds of 
friends will wish him many years of 
happiness after his long, arduous 
labor. 

Mr. Morgan is the last of the orig- 
inal force of carriers appointed by 
George II. Morgan who was post- 
master in Newton In 1888. The other 
four postmen were James Dunn, J. 
Isaac Fanvell, Peter Mullen and 
George Walker. Mr. Walker resigned ! 
from the service many yoars ago and 
moved to New York. Mr. Farwell, 
who subsequently became superinten- 
dent of the Newton postoffice, died a 
couple of years ago. Mr. Dunn and 
Mr. Mullen died within the past year. 

retired trom,the postal service 
i some years past. 

Newton Corner has changed conslil- 
erably since Fred Morgan began to de- 
liver mail. The old generation which 
I hen resided on Farlow Hill anil Skin- 
ner land lias passed on, their large 
'•states have been subdivided. Forty 
years ago the only dwellings on 
Nonantum Hill within the Newton 
limits were tlie residence of J. S. Fur- 
low, two collages on tlie estate, and 
i lie houses of Mr. Bowman and Dr. 
Hill which wore located about whero 
i ho Country Day School now stands. 


Many persons are expounding orig- 
inal ideas lately. Professor Einstein, 
Professor Rogers, scientists, who pro- 
pose to shoot rockets towards tlie 
moon, and other folks with inventive 
minds.

No scientist, regardless of 
how erudite he may lie, knows Just 
wlmt is going on way down inside this | 
sphere, or tlie complete whys and 
wherefores of this planet's internal 
regions. Supposing all tills gas lias 
been stored Inside tlie earth under 
terrific pressure to help keep tills old 
world buoyant in space? If this is 
l lie case, and man continues to inter- 
fere with cosmic conditions as they 
were created, this earth may start to 
hurtle chaotically through space — 
and then where will we lie? 

And while we are indulging In such 
deep deductions, let us suppose that 
the enormous volume of oil being ex- 
tracted from tlie intestines of the 
earth was stored down there for tlie 
purpose of lubricating tlie earth as it 
revolves on its axis.

appearing as complainants against au- 
toists who failed to STOP before en- 
tering Washington street. It was al- 
leged that most of these policemen 
were day patrolmen, according to 
some of tlie newspaper accounts, who 
prefer to waste tlieir time in court 
rather than patrol tlieir routes. Po- 
lice officials and Clerk of Court 
Sprague state that on April 7th only 
two members of tlie day police force, 
Patrolman McNeil and Motorcycle-Of- 
ficer Hammill were in court to appear 
against autoists who violated the 
STOP law. Tlie great majority of au- 
toists summoned into court for vio- 
lating automobile laws are complained 
of by policemen and traffic officers on 
night tours of duty. These policemen 
appear in court during day hours 
which ordinarily they are supposed 
to have to themselves. When a day 
patrolman or traffic officer appears as 
complainant, the Clerk of Court en- 
deavors to have his cases tried first 
to permit the officer to return to his 
route. 

We agree with Alderman Gallagher 
that non-residents of Newton should 
not be hailed into court tlie first time 
they fail to obey the STOP signals at 
Washington street, unless they obvi- 
ously disregard tlie signals. But, 
Newton residents who ignore tlie 
STOP signals should be shown that 
they cannot treat with contempt traf- 
fic regulations made to lessen hazards 
on tlie highways.

WELFARE CONFERENCE 


Tlie conference on Welfare Prob- 
lems met at Aug-ilel-Mar Coffee Shop, 
Newtonville, on April 9th. Mrs. Louis 
Marshall, Chairman of the confer- 
ence, placed the meeting in tlie hands 
of Dr. Francis G. Curtis, Chairman of 
tlie Newton Board of Health. Dr. Cur- 
tis had chosen as the subject of tlie 
meeting, "The Duties and Powers of a 
Local Board of Health”, lie feels that 
tlie average citizen, while lie is much 
interested in public health questions, 
knows very little about tlie actual 
working of his local Board of Health. 
Tlie board of health is often forced to 
speak in tlie imperative mood and the 
lay person is apt to forget that it is 
primarily a protective organization. In 
order that the true purpose of the 
Newton Board of Health may lie more 
fully understood Dr. Curtis chose as 
the speaker for this meeting a man 
who lias been in municipal and state 
public health work for many years, 
Dr. Clarence I,. Scainnian, Director of 
tlie Bureau of Communicable Diseases 
of the Department of Public Health of 
Massachusetts. 

Dr. Scnmman emphasized in his talk 
t lie fact that any local board of health 
in Massachusetts has more power than 
any governmental agent and that as 
far as health is concerned the State 
Department acts only in an advisory 
capacity. Tlie local board has power 
over tlie food and water supply, baker- 
ies, and reasonable health regulations. 
Nuisances, which generally have no 
connection with the health of tlie com- 
munity, take a great deal of a board’s 
time, and it is often necessary to re- 
move dead eats, barking dogs and 
crowing roosters to satisfy tlie gen- 
eral public. There are many com- 
plaints from people who feel that com- 
municable diseases are not being prop- 
erly isolated: hut if they would only 
investigate further, they would find 
tliat all possible precautions are being 
taken. 

Newton is an unusual community 
with a residential group of intelligent 
citizens interested in public health. 
Health Education in the schools under 
Miss Bragg is unique in Newton and 
it helps to educate tlie parents as well 
as tlie children. From the point of 
view of efficiency, it should be the 
function of tlie Board of Health to 
carry on tlie health work in the 
schools, although much depends on the 
quality of tlie, individual doing the 
work. 

Tlie duties of the board of health 
will be those which in the opinion of 
the hoard and its chairman are neces- 
sary, regardless of statues. Ninety- 
nine per cent of effective health work 
is done not because of the law but in 
spite of it. The good health officer 
does not depend on the law to enforce 
his will, for if lie does lie only suc- 
ceeds in making himself very unpopu- 
lar without accomplishing anything 
constructive. 

Every good hoard of health should 
show a definite program, should lie in- 
terested in specific problems which 
face the community, and should he do- 
ing every year one or two reul pieces 
of work. No new untried ideas should 
lie attempted for it Is the public money 
which is being used; but some volun- 
tary organization should do the ex- 
perimental work. 

For many reasons Newton stands 
very high in the care of contagious 
diseases. Isolation Is very strict and 
if home euro means the isolation of 
other members of the family, hospital- 
ization is Insisted upon. There have 
been no deaths in Newton from diph- 
theria since 1925 and from scurlet fe- 
ver since 1926 according to tlio Jour- 
nal of the American Public Health As- 
sociation. Statistics taken in seven 
cities of the size of Newton over a 
period of ten years show greatly to 
the advantage of Nowton. There 
have been one-half as many ileutliH 
from scarlet fever and whooping 
cough as hi any of the other six men- 
tioned, and tlio deaths from measles 
and diphtheria compare very favor- 
ably as well. There are several rea- 
sons for tills. In Hie first place, Dr. 
t'urt Is works in harmony with the 
medical profession In Newton; and 
for this reason and also because Nuw- 
• on physicians as a group are above 
the average of those In tlio other six 
cities, they are very faithful ubout re- 
porting all cases of contagions disease 
promptly. In the second pluce, there 
is an active campaign of diphtheria

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

Tho Newton Hospital 1ms been rep- 
resented hy several members of its 
administrative staff who havo attended 
many of the meetings of the New Eng- 
land Health Institute during the past 
week. The Institute was held tinder 
the direction of the Massachusetts 
State Department of Public Health, ut 
the Hotel Statler, April 14 to IS In- 
clusive, and offered lectures by well- 
known speakers on almost every sub- 
ject pertaining to health. As Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts State 
Nurses’ Association, Miss Bertha W. 
Allen, Superintendent, was a guest nt 
the Banquet held on Tuesday evening, 
April 15th. 

On Wednesday, April 16, Miss Lucia 
Upton, Physio-therapy technician at 
the Hospital attended the meetings 
of tho annual convention of the New 
England Physical Therapy Society and 
the American Physical Therapy As- 
sociation. The convention was held 
at tho Copley-Plaza April 1 6-17-1 S. 
Three members of the Hospital Staff 
wore connected with the convention: 
Dr. DeWItt G. Wilcox is President tif 
the New England Society, and Dr. 
Howard Moore, and Dr. Franklin P. 
Lowry presented papers at the meet- 
ings. 

On Monday evening, April 14, the 
Newton Medical Club met at the Hos- 
pital. The speaker of the evening was 
Dr. Lincoln Davis of the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, President of tho Suf- 
folk District Society. The topic was 
"The Significance of Uterine Bleed- 
ing.” 

Miss Ruth L. Aldrich, R.N., former- 
ly night supervisor, and more recent- 
ly a day supervisor at the Hospital, 
resigned April 15th. Miss Aldrich was 
it member of tho class of 1926. 

Miss Hester Mactien, head nurse in 
the obstetrical department, resigned 
April 14, to go to tho Free Hospital 
for Women and Children to bo one 
of the surgical nurses In the operat- 
ing room. 

On April 13th the Hospital was visit- 
ed by Mrs. U. N. Dillon, of Seattle, 
Washington. Mrs. Dillon was former- 
ly Miss Marion Flint, class of 1020, 
and supervisor of the operating room 
at the hospital from 1022 to 1025. 

Although the month of April began 
with only 127 patients in the hospital, 
the daily average lias risen gradually 
until it reached 100 on the eleventh, 
and lilt! on tho twelfth. Of the latter 
number 78 paid as much ns cost of 
care, or more, 56 paid less than cost 
of care, and 35 were treated free of 
charge. Fifteen hnhies were born dur- 
ing the past week, 4 girls and 11 hoys. 
175 visits were made to tho out-pa- 
tient department, including 10 to the 
eye clinic. 5 visits were made by tho 
social worker, and 8 patients were 
transferred hy the social service car. 

Nine accident cases were admitted 
during the past week. Five of these 
were men: otic with lacerations of his 
fingers, and a fractured finger re- 
ceived when a block of granite fell 
on his hand while he was at work; 
one with an Infected linger, one with 
a laceration of his hand caused when 
a chisel slipped, one with a fractured 
toe, and another with a blister which 
had become Infected. One woman was 
admitted suffering from a laceration of 
her hand caused by a washing ma- 
chine. A boy was treated for a frac- 
tured arm caused when he fell down- 
stairs. A girl was admitted for treat- 
ment of a laceration over her eyo 
caused when she fell downstairs.

Prof. Klrtloy F. Mather spoke on 
“The Resources of Mankind" last Sun- 
day morning at. the regular weekly 
meeting of the Mother ClasH in the 
Newton Centre Woman's Club House. 

This was the seventh lecture In the 
series on "The Trend In Science." 

Mankind Ims four resources: 

1. External resources which are 

measurable. 

2. External resources which nre 

nnn-mnasurnble. 

3. Internal resources which nre 

measurable. 

4. Internal resources which are 

non-measu ruble. 

For untold millions of years man 
will continue to live on the earth, but 
10,000 years are about all that we can 
definitely plan for in any very Intel- 
ligent way. 

In making plans for the future it Is 
necessary to consider tho available re- 
sources which are calculated to make 
life more comfortable. Our resources 
determine our outlook for the future 
as well us our ideals, Ideas, philoso- 
phy, and religion. 

Upon what can man depend? What 
may lie work with? 

The external resources nre the 
things in the world outside of man. 

The Internal resources nre tho 
capacities, abilities, and strength of 
mun. 

In both categories we find some re- 
sources that nre measurable and some 
that are lion-measurable or spiritual. 
These latter relate to value as distin- 
guished from mass, quality rather than 
quantity. 

The measurable, external resources 
tire the host known. They have been 
the most completely surveyed. First 
come the raw materials, the minerals, 
ores, and metals. Man litis used these 
since the beginning of the Old Stone 
Age. Mali has surprising Ingenuity. 
When one source of supply approaches 
exhaustion, we find more of the same 
somewhere else, or we discover a sub- 
stitute. Our entire industrial civiliza- 
tion depends on the iron ores of the 
Luke Superior region. These will be 
entirely exhausted in one and one-half 
centuries. Other sources have al- 
ready been discovered, and other met- 
als will undoubtedly replace Iron be- 
fore the Iron Is all used up. There 
is no fear of our running out of min- 
eral resources. Many of them can he 
used over and over again. Man's In- 
genuity is the only limit to the pos- 
sible use of these resources. 

Besides the minerals we have en- 
ergy resources. All energy comes 
from the sun. Coal and oil are the 
released energy stored in the earth's 
crust hy the sun in past ages. Water 
power is renewable energy. The sun 
lifts the drops of water from the 
ocean hy evaporation, clouds collect, 
the rain falls, and the water, in rtin- 
I ning off, produces power. Tho store 
| of coal dwindles. Eventually all of 
this stored energy will be exhausted. 
Water power does not use tip the 
stores of the past. However, there is 
I not enough of this water power. If 
, all the water power available in the 
I United States were harnessed in the 
most efficient manner, with no regard 
to scenic beauty, not enough power 
could be developed to turn the ma- 
- chines that are being turned right 
now, to say nothing of the Increase in 
I demand for power in the future. So 
; we must have more power, and we 
■ must find the muterial to produce it. 
We shall have to depend on something 
besides running water. Probably all 
the possible water power in the world 
would Just about cover the needs of 
the present. It is not yet practicable 
to harness the tides. It undoubtedly 
will he done later, however. Only on 
a small scale and under unusual con- 
ditions lias energy been derived from 
the sun directly. Solar engines are 
not profitable. It is cheaper to make 
steam hy burning coal or oil. There 
are some Internal sources of heat in- 
side the earth, like volcanoes, etc. 
They have been used slightly. 

Anthracite coal will ho entirely ex- 
hausted in CO or 70 years. 

Bituminous coal will last 3,000 
years. 

Peat, lignite, and other low grade 
fuels will last still longer. 

Oil in the United States will he all 
gone in 40 or 50 years. The oil out- 
side of the United States will lust a 
little over a century. We are using, 
throughout the world, 1,250,000,000 
barrels of petroleum per year. There 
is less than 150,000,000,000 barrels of 
oil in existence beneath tho crust of 
this planet. 

Oil shale is a curious sort of rock, 
which contains ingredients from 
which oil can be artificially manufac- 
tured. Tills oil contains some gaso- 
line. There Is such a tremendous 
quantity of oil shale in the world, that 
we can safely count on having gaso- 
line for our automobiles for 10,000 
years. The cost '•■ill be 3095 1,1 ,M 
greater than It is now, but we shall 
not run out of gasoline, and even if 
we should, we could still use alcohol, 

! made from vegetation. This is a re- 
markable resource, manufactured each 
year to replace what was used up dur- 
ing the year. If tho worst cane te 
the worst and wo had to use alcohol I 
for (his purpose, wo could do so, pro- 
vided we could keep the right crops 
growing in sufficient ahundnuce. 

And that leads to food. Here Is 
where the first pinch will come. The 
population of the world doubled dur- 
ing the last 75 years. When it dou- 
bles again, it will reach tho satura- 
tion point. Some parts of the earth 
are there now. It will take nt least 
2H0 years to double again. The birth 
rate is decreasing. The death rate has 
been reduced hut the length of life 
has not been extended. The average 
age in the United States is older than 
it was 20 or 40 years ago. The coun- 
try Is becoming a country of elderly 
people. 

Man depends on plants for susten- 
ance. He can live only on other liv- 
ing things. Meat comes from animals, 
which, In turn, depend on plants. We 
cannot live on feed made from min- 
erals. Vitamins are absolutely neces- 
sury. Plants are grown in the soil 
nntl the amount of soil Is limited. 
When the limit Is reached, there will 
lie trouble, and plenty of It. No rem- 
edy is uppureut. 


Man has not conquered nature. He 
humors nature and manages to get 
along after a fashion. We depend on 
our environment. The Idea of the 
brotherhood of man is forced on us 
by the necessity of co-operation in 
the wise use of our resources. 

The measurable Internal resources 
of man consist of a generalized body 
and a highly specialized brain capa- 
ble of immense adaptability. Ants 
and bees have a social life in which 
the life of the individual is worth ab- 
solutely nothing. Man Is trying to de- 
velop a social organization and pre- 
serve the value of individual person- 
ality. Man is the result of heredity, 
conditioned hy environment. His her- 
edity sets limits to Ills development. 

There are non-meastirahle internal 
resources. Personality is an entity 
which does not depend on tho physi- 
cal or material substance of the body. 
Man responds to non-measurable stim- 
uli. You are aware of another’s per- 
sonality by what he says and does. 
Your own subjective existence you 
know about without physical means. 
Man is satisfied with life only when 
he develops his Internal resources. 
Man does not create beauty. He dis- 
covers it. The artist gives physical 
expression to something already ex- 
isting. He permits a non-physical re- 
source outside of himself to he dis- 
played so man can see it. 

The non-measurable external re- 
sources can be described only In terms 
of value. They have no form that can 
ho measured. Some were not in ex- 
istence in ages past. Many will not 
come into existence for ages yet to 
come. The beauty of the sunset, the 
glory of the dawn, and great music 
like Beethoven's were all unknown 
and unappreciated when the world 
was young.

PRESIDENT HOOVER, designating 
* May first as “Child Health Day,” 
urges parents and all others to co-op- 
erate. 

These are some ingredients of child 
health: 

Fresh air and sunlight— they cost 
nothing. 

Regular hours, long and regular 
sleep. They cost nothing. 

Eating slowly, which costs nothing 
and develops teotli and jaws, avoid- 
ing adenoid and other troubles. 

Good simple food, with variety, from 
day to day. That costs trouble prin- 
cipally. 

While designating a child health 
day, the Government might think of 
the mother's health, also, and the dis- 
graceful fact that tills nation lends nil 
others, civilized, in the number of 
mothers that die in childbirth for lack 
of competent attention. 

If a sow is about to have a litter, or 
a cow a cnlf, the Government stands 
ready to advise and help through tlie 
Agricultural Department. 

For the expectant human mother 
there is no such help. 

The District of Columbia Supremo 
Court decides that the Administra- 
tion's oil conservation programme is 
illegal, presumably, because It is 
based on conversations and agree- 
ments among big producei's. 

How else could conservation bo ac- 
complished? Why not make it a 
felony for two American business men 
to speak to eacli other. 

How great is money's power. When 
the Turkish Sultan lived to cross the 
threshold of his harem was death. 
Now, by Hemal's order, you may en- 
ter and look around on payment of 
twenty-five cents. For that small sum 
you see tlie bed in which the beauti- 
ful Sultana Kersem, called for her 
beauty "Body of the Moon,” was 
strangled by the Sultan's order with 
the cords of her bed curtains. 

Among others of our great indus- 
trialists, Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., head of 
General Motors, appropriates millions 
each year for scientific research.

Sloan, placed his face above the flou- 
rine, allowing its fumes to enter Ills 
mouth. He then breathed gently upon 
a flame and it was instantly extin- 
guished. 

What would be the value of a 
flourine agency down below! 

At Point Barrow, Alaska, natives 
have been near famine for lack of 
land game, with mountainous ice 
choking the harbor and making fish- 
ing impossible. Early on a recent 
Sunday morning the ice disappeared, 
but no native went out In his kayak 
until midnight. 

They are Christians now and take 
seriously the good missionaries' warn- 
ing that if they fish on Sunday they 
will learn, later, something about 
heat unknown in Alaska. Those 
Christian natives would be surprised 
to see prosperous, civilized Christiani- 
ty, here and elsewhere, playing golf, 
fishing and otherwise not taking re- 
ligious teachings too seriously.

Entire families of Durango are limit- 
ing scorpions for the Mexican Health 
Department, which pays two and one- 
half cents (American) for each live 
male scorpion, llvo cents for each fe- 
male, the lady scorpion being far 
more pot. munis than her husband. 
This (pci in natural history will ap- 
peal to some prosperous American ox- 
husbands, now paying alimony.

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Rev. Robert L. Rae, Pastor Of North 
Congregational Church, Passes Away 

Was Pastor There For Sixteen Years — Impressive Funeral 
Services Held Wednesday 


Rev. Robert L. Rne, for the past 16 
yeurH paator of the North Congrega 
tional Church, Newton, died suddenly 
Sunday night at his home, 40 Bridge 
street. Newton, aged 62 years. He 
had been 111 only since Thursday mor- 
ning, when he was stricken with a 
heart attack. A second nttack Sun- 
day night caused his death. 

He was a native of Dumfries, Scot- 
land, and came to Americn at the age 
of 15. He started his religious career 
as a soloist In Evangelistic work at 
the age of 20. His first pastorate 
was at West Wareham and later he 
became assistant pastor at the Porter 
Congregational Church and pastor of 
the Wendell Avenue Congregational 
Church, Brockton. In 1896 he was 
called as pastor of the Waldo Con- 
gregational Church In Montello, ami 
remained there 10 years, resigning to 
accept the pastorate of the Congrega- 
tional Church in Camden, N. Y., where 
he served eight years. In June, 1914, 
he accepted the pastorate of the North 
Congregational Church at Newton, 
where he had achieved much success 
and endeared himself to the entire 
community regardless of race or 
creed. 

He had served as a pastor in the 
Christian Ministry for 42 years, a 
record shored by only about a score of 
others in the state. Wherever he 
served he was greatly beloved. His 
nature, though a quiet one, was ever 
cheery, and companionship with him 
was always a pleasure and a privi- 
lege. He spent his life helping others. 
His interest in youth was deep 
seated. He was always happy with 
young people. He followed the chil- 
dren and young folks of his parishes 
through all the years of their lives 
noting their progress and successes 
with satisfaction and delight. He was 
one of the most faithful and beloved 
Councillors that Norumbega Council 
of Christian Endeavor ever had. 

A loyal citizen of his adopted coun- 
try he worked constantly for the wel- 
fare of city, state and nation. His 
patriotism was of the sort that shows 
itself only in the lives of those who

fully appreciate citizenship in the land 
of the free and home of the brave. 

No group of young men left the city 
for war service that he was not there 
to bid them, by his presence, God- 
speed. Known or unknown to him, 
they were still his boys. 

Worngs done to him by others 
he never remembered. The good 
In all men counted with him. He for- 
got their faults. His bright outlook 
on life and his brighter outlook on 
the future lent a charm to his preach- 
ing. Death to him was simply a door- 
way opening into another room in the 
Father's House. His faith and con- 
fidence in the future convinced Ills 
hearers that Heaven is very near — 
“All around us. and yet out of sight." 

The funeral services were held 
Wednesday afternoon at 2:30 In the 
North Congregational Church. Tin 
edifice was filled with parishioners 
and friends of the dead pastor and 
the chancel was hidden by a mass of 
floral tributes. The services were 
conducted hy Rev. Albert Pierce of 
Revere, a close friend of many years.

Gov. Allen Speaks 

At Claflin Club 

Chiii'cli Men's Club Has Annual 
Ladles’ Night 


Governor Frank O. Allen was the 
guest speaker at the Annual Dinner 
and Ladies' Night of the Claflin Club 
of the Newtonvllle Methodist Episco- 
pal Church last Monday evening. Res- 
ponding in a humorous manner to an 
introduction by Mr. George W. Tay- 
lor, President of the Club, the Govern- 
or proceeded to give an interesting 
survey of the humanitarian work 
which is being done in the Common- 
wealth. Massachusetts today occupies 
the place of leadership In health work 
among the states of the Union. She 
is the first state to provide hospital 
care for her citizens afflicted with 
cancer as she was thirty years ago the 
first to establish hospitals for the care 
of the tubercular. With her sixteen 
state institutions for the care of the 
mentally ill, the five institutions un- 
der the Department of Public Health, 
and the great number of municipal 
and private institutions, Massachu- 
setts leads in the hospitalization of 
her seriously ill. She leads again In 
prevention work with her habit clinics 
for the prevention of Insanity, her can- 
cer clinics, and with the regular ex- 
amination of school children by spe- 
cialists. Visitors from other states 
and from foreign contries are contin- 
uously visiting the State House to 
study the health program of the Com- 
monwealth. 

Governor Allen is also proud of the 
financial progress which Massachu- 
setts has been making since the war. 
Her bonded indebtedness has been 
greatly reduced and she is now car- 
rying out her aggressive program of 
modernizing her state institutions 
from the current expense fund. She 
shows an increase of seventy-two per 
cent in running expenses in the last 
fifteen years while one hundred and 
twenty-one per cent is the second 
lowest Increase among the states of 
the Union. The Governor gives the 
credit for this excellent showing to 
the use of modern business methods 
in the administration of the affairs 
of the Commonwealth and lie finds a 
great satisfaction in the thought that 
these accomplishments have taken 
place during his service of more than 
a decade on Beacon Hill.

The former stated that he 
believes the people of Auburndale 
should be given an opportunity to 
voice their views on this matter at 
a public hearing. Alderman Temper- 
ley gave this same reason for oppos- 
ing the permit.

Alderman Gordon correct- 
ed him by saying that this petition was 
for a hall outside the park grounds 
and not conducted by the park man- 
agement. 

Alderman Hawkins stated that prior 
to last year dancing had been con- 
ducted in the large restaurant at the 
park. Alderman Smith of Auburndale 
said that the park management has 
assured the Licenses Committee that 
the dance hall will be conducted on 
the same high standard which had 
characterized Norumbega Park during 
its many years of activity. The danc- 
ing will only go on during the three 
summer months and the license may 
be revoked at any time should the 
amusement become a nuisance. Aider- 
man Floyd of Auburndale told of hav- 
ing talked with many residents of that 
village regarding the dancing and 
found no opposition. He believes it

More Gasoline Filling 
Station Hearings 

Aldermen Have Busy Session At 
Monday's .Meeting 


"Coming events cast their shadows 
before them.” The conversion of 
Boylstnn street In this city as part 
of the new direct traffic artery be- 
tween Boston and Worcester will 
make this thoroughfare a desirable 
location for gasoline stations. Nils 
Eng desires to obtain a permit for a 
gasoline station at 14 Eliot street. 
Newton Highlands. This locus is 
jest off Boylst.on street. A hearing 
was held on Mr. Eng's petition at the 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
last Monday night. James P. Galla- 
gher appeared as attorney for Mr. Eng 
and explained that the property in 
question has a frontage of 150 feet on 
Eliot street and a depth of 250 feet. 
The rear of the lot adjoins the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad and the land 
is In a business zone. He stated that 
an attractive service building will he 
erected and the station will be con- 
ducted to conform to every standard 
of safety. 

The petition was opposed by Miss 
Margaret Belger and Miss Mary Bel- 
ger of 2 Eliot street, who said their 
family has owned this property for 60 
years and they don't care for a gas- 
oline station at their door. They con- 
tend the corner of Bovlston and Eliot 
streets is dangerous because of the 
Inis lines running by and the sparks 
which fall from the locomotives on 
the railroad would be a menace to a 
gasoline station. 

Mrs. Amy Snow of 5 Eliot street 
opposed the station because pedes- 
trians would be endangered owing to 
4 lie lack of sidewalk on the corner 
near where the station would be lo- 
cated. Henry E. Wry of 1006 Boyl- 
ston street asserted that it will be an 
imposition to have three stations with- 
in 100 yards. He did not curry favor 
with the Aldermen, as he told them 
his neighborhood seemed to he a tar- 
get for gasoline stations and the Al- 
dermen did not consider the protests 
of the people of that section at two 
previous hearings on gasoline station 
petitions. 

Other hearings on petitions for gas- 
oline station permits were those on 
the petitions of .1. V. Monaghan's 
Sons at 1-3-5 Auburn street. West 
Newton, and Louis Boudrot for a sta- 
tion at 112 Needham street. Newton 
Upper Falls. Henry Whittlesey ap- 
peared for the Monaghans. He argued 
that by having a station on the cor- 
ner and keeping the place open, the 
traffic hazard there will he lessened. 
Alderman Chase informed the Roard 
that he had received a protest from 
an owner of abutting property. There 
was no opposition against the Boudrot 
petition. 

Goodman and Stone, who are inter- 
ested in the development of property 
near .Montrose street, objected to a 
permit being granted to N. P. Cutler 
(Continued on Pace 4) 


J. Clifton Whitney To Retire— 

Served City Fifty-Five Years 

Water Commissioner First Employed by City as Rodman When 
Sixteen Years Old 


J. Clifton Whitney, Water Commis- 
sioner of the City of Newton, and the 
oldest employee of the city In point of 
service, has tendered his resignation 
to Mayor Sinclair Weeks, to take ef- 
fect May 11 next. The Commissioner, 
who is 71 years old. entered the serv- 
ice of Newton when he was 16 years 
of age, under the city’s first mayor. 
He will be retired on pension. 

Immediately upon his retirement. 
Commissioner Whitney announces he 
will go on a vacation, the first he has 
had in twenty years except for two 
days and four hours which he took a 
year ago while attending a convention 
as representative of the municipality. 
He is in good health and will visit 
some of the places lie has wanted to 
visit. Moreover he plans to indulge 
in ills hobby of collecting rare books 
and autographs of which he has a 
valuable collection. 

Mr. Whitney is a native of Newton 
and one of its best known residents, 
having lived in Newtonville most of 
his life, and at 41 Austin street for 
many years. The town of Newton was 
just growing into a municipality when 
he entered the service. His first em- 
ployment was with the city's engineer- 
ing department as a rodman. but after 
six months, and during the second 
term of James F. C. Hyde, Newton's 
first mayor, he was transferred to the 
lewlv created water department where 
his first work in the department he 
now heads, was that of outside man 
locating and staking out mains and in 
measuring and plotting service for 
house connections. In this type of 
work he labored for two years until 
called into the registrar's office at 
City Hall. 

Here he was rated as an inspector, 
although his duties besides reading 
tile few meters then installed. Included 
keepinc the books and doing all sorts 
of odd jobs assisting the man in 
charge. He was part of the organiza- 
tion when the first section of the city’s 
reservoir on Waban Hill was con- 
structed and when the second and 
later the last two sections of this 
reservoir were built. He has been in 
charge of the department during all 
of the period when the great extension 
of the water works of the city took 
place, planning a great deal of it per- 
sonally and actually supervising the 
work himself. 

In 18SS he was appointed Registrar 
of the Water Department by Mayor 
Hemau X. Burr and 10 years later 
when the board of water commis- 
sioners and the office of Registrar and 
Superintendent of the Water Works 


were abolished by City ordinance he 
was named water commissioner. That 
was 32 years ago and in all of the 
time since he has been almost wholly 
responsible for the development and 
extension of Newton's water supply. 

When Mr. Whitney became commis- 
sioner the average daily consumption 
of water amounted to 1,800.000 gallons 
of water. Today the average daily 
consumption of water in Newton 
amounts to 4.400,000 gallons of water. 
During “dry June periods” particular- 
ly the one of last year the consump- 
tion has at times risen to 7,000,000 
gallons in a single day. 

"Newton’s water supply has its 
source in Needham." Commissioner 
Whitney declared in explanation of 
the condition of the city's supply as he 
leaves it. "There the city owns a 
tract of 600 acres which has a frontage 
two miles along the banks of the 
Charles River. On this land we have 
two large wells, situated half a mile 
apart. From these wells, the city's 
water supply, reinforced by some fil- 
tered river water, is pumped into the 
reservoir, which is capable of storing 
over 10,000,000 gallons of water. 

"The supply is adequate for years 
to come and the quality of the supply 
— perfect white water — is today the 
finest. There isn't any better water. 
And water is still the cheapest known 
commodity in general use. For $10 
per year, the minimum charge to resi- 
dents of Newton, a person gets 30.000 
gallons of water — a rate of 100 cubic 
feet for 25 cents: approximately 750 
gallons of the finest drinking water 
for 25 cents. The annual consumption 
in Newton today is about 60 gallons 
per person per day. but of course such 
an amount includes not only drinking 
water, but water for household needs, 
and manufacturing needs as welL 

Commissioner Whitney has been a 
member of the New England Water 
Works Association for many years 
and formerly was the president and 
secretary of the association. He is 
i also a member of the Boston Society 
of Civil Engineers.

THE VILLAGE PLAYERS 

The first performance of “The Coun- 
try Cousin" a comedy in four acts, by 
Booth Tarklngton and Jullen Street, 
was given on Wednesday evening, 
April 23rd, in the Unitarian Parisli 
Playhouse in Newton Centre. 

It was a refreshingly delightful eve- 
ning. Tarkington's humor lias an ap- 
peal all its own, and in this play the 
striking contrast of the Middle West 
with the gold and glamour of tlie East, 
give opportunity for many subtle lines. 
The scenery was most effective. Tlie 
typical “parlor” of the small town 
was perfectly set, even to its engrav- 
ings and “what-not.”

Rarely on a small stage 
inis such an effect been obtained, the 
backdrop with tlie appropriate light- 
ing effects being specially beautiful.

East 
or West, It mnde no difference, she 
won us by her sincerity, cleverness, 
nnd charm. Mr. Wesley Dynes, ns 
George Tewksbury Reynolds, 3rd, gave 
a most finished performance of thut 
most important personage. Miss Win- 
ifred Raynor as “Eleanor,” was us 
charming, frank, and sincere as Bootli 
Tarklngton makes his young heroines, 
and we were glad to see her return to 
her first love, Sam Wilcox, cleverly 
played by Mr. Norman B. Powers. Mrs. 
Marshall I. Stone took tlie part of 
the grieving mother, while Mr. C. 
Roderick Clifford played the long ab- 
sent parent. His new wife, who clev- 
erly manipulated many “strings," was 
convincingly and excellently portrayed 
by Verna Dynes. Miss Adelnide Lin- 
coln, Mollie Draper and Dr. Sibley 
Llttig supported her in her mad quest 
for gayety, Walter Holmes giving 11 
perfect characterization of Cyril Kin- 
ley, who loved "tea-parties." Mr. Onrl- 
oton W. Baxter as the jeweller's repre- 
sentative. and Philip I. Stone us the 
incomparable Pruitt, rounded out the 
cast, everyone of which gave a splen- 
did performance. 

Tlie most striking note was the 
finish of the performance ns a whole, 
and too much credit cannot he given 
to Hope Parks Spencer who coached 
the play. It is seldom that amateur 
performances reach this state of per- 
fection, nnd wo congratulate The Vil- 
lage Players on their achievement.

SHOULD MARRIED MEN WORK? 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Men’s League of the Immanuel Bap- 
tist Church of Newton was held Tues- 
day evening. Nearly one hundred were 
piVsont wjtli the members of the 
Men’s Club of the Newton Methodist 
Church as specially invited guests. 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks was the guest 
spenker of the evening. He spoke 
on proposed civic improvements, the 
new city hall and war memorial, and 
the importance of economy and of 
accomplishing the most with available 
funds. 

Another highlight of the evening 
was a debate upon the question 
“Should Married Men Work?” between 
teams from the Methodist and Baptist 
churches. The Methodist team, com- 
posed of Messrs. Eldred Peterson, Ar- 
thur Mansfield and Royal Waring, took 
the negative side and the Baptist team, 
composed of Messrs. Fred II. Tucker, 
Fred L. Smith, and J. W. Blaisdell, 
were on the affirmative. 

Mayor Weeks served as the chief 
judge and was assisted by Judge Alon- 
zo Weed and Frank W. Chase. The 
chief argument of the negative team 
was that the women were away from 
home most of the day and thnt tho 
men should stay at home to seo thut 
the children In the family were prop- 
erly brought up. Another argument 
they presented was that the woman 
of the house obtained tlie entire fam- 
ily Income anyway and It should be 
their duty to make It. Tho affirmative 
side scored heavily when Mr. Tucker 
presented the argument that it was 
necessury for the men to work In or- 
der to estuhllsli the homo, which Is 
the foundation of American life. At 
the cIohg of tho debate tho Judges 
conferred and announced that liioy 
could not reach n decision and that 
the "Jury hud voted to disagree."

Dr. Andress Is one of the foremost 
leaders In the field of health education. 
He is the author of many text-books, 
and assistant editor of the American 
Medical Association’s magazine “Hy- 
geia”, a contributor to such magazines 
as the Journal of the National Educa- 
tion Association, and an able lecturer. 

As a result of Ills study of the psy- 
chology and pedagogy of health teach- 
ing, I) \julress advocates making 
health U hing attractive through 
songs, games, stories, etc. As early 
as 1918 lie published two books on 
this new method of teaching the sub- 
ject.

Superintendent of Schools in Newton, 
a government bulletin, "Suggestions 
For a Program of Health Education in 
Elementary Schools." 

Dr. Andress lias had many honors 
conferred upon him because of Ills fine 
work in promoting lienltli education 
for our children. We are privileged to 
have him as a fellow resident of New- 
ton and an unofficial friend of our 
children. Dr. Andress served two 
years as Chairman of the Health Com- 
mittee of the Newton Central Council 
and took an active interest in the 
establishment of our pre-school clinics.

PAGEANT PARAGRAPHS 

No. 1

Editor's .Vote: — A series of Interesting 
announcements concerning the produc- 
tion of the Newton Tercentenary Pageant 
on June "nd, 3rd, and 4th on the Newton 
Centre Playground, will be presented in 
this space each week, by someone direct- 
ly concerned with the arrangements. The 
nrst is by the author of the pageant. 
Mr. Drummond has for many years been 
Instructor in Religious Drama at the 
Tuckerman School. Boston, and has given 
special courses at the Emerson School 
of Oratory. He is Chairman of the 
Pageantry Committee of the Religious 
Arts Guild, and Chairman of the Drama 
Committee of the Religious Education 
Department of the American Unitarian 
Association. While in New Orleans. Mr. 
Drummond was an active member of the 
Les Petit Theatre du Vieux Carre. He is 
also the author of several pageants. 

“The matter ol a pageant in con- 
nection with the observance of the 
city's three hundredth anniversary 
was carefully considered at some 
length, by a committee carefully 
chosen. Why did the Committee hear- 
tily and unanimously recommend that 
a pageant be given, and why did the 
larger committee appointed by the 
city, accept the report, and in turn, 
suggest a generous appropriation for 
its production? 

“It lias been said frequently that a 
people indifferent to its own past, can 
have no present worth speaking of, 
and deserve no future. It is the func- 
tion of the historical pageant to 
bridge this indifference and thus to 
lend a new dignity to our own day and 
to inspire such movement as shall 
make for a better future. It will be 
seen that the primary purpose of the 


pageant is not to entertain, but to 
stimulate and inspire a greater loyal- 
ty to the best and deepest interests 
of the community as exemplified in 
the lives and deeds of the founders. 
Our celebration is not alone a com- 
memoration of the achievement which 
made the town possible, it is an ex- 
pression of the hope that the ideals of 
the founders may still prevail, and 
that in looking back upon our civic 
history, upon its great moments of 
courage and loyalty, not only shall our 
old men dream dreams but our young 
men shall see visions. 

“And what more fitting way could 
there be for a community to make its 
past live again than through the inclu- 
sive art of the drama? Here is the 
opportunity l'or a goodly number 
drawn from all parts of our city, to 
re-enact a deed in which the Town, 
and not an individual, is the hero. It 
is the nature of pageantry to call to 
its service all the fine arts, as well 
as the interest of many people. Thus 
through color, as expressed in light 
and costume: through the rhythmic 
movement of the dance, and in the 
out-of-doors where we draw strength 
from tile earth and the magic of sky 
and tree, we invite you to come where 
tlie spirits of the Founders, for the 
length of a brief summer evening. 
“Claim their ancient domain. 

Men and women, come ye all, — 
And little children hasten ye. 

Come at the silver trumpet's call. 
Swift unto our pageantry!” 
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lo move a garage onto his property 
at 44 Montrose sireet. Their objec- 
tions were for the reason that the one 
car garage is of metal construction 
and is not in keeping with the attrac- 
tive development of the neighbor- 
hood. 

There was no opposition to the pe- 
tition of John Marr for a permit to 
erect n 10-cnr repair shop al 67 Lex- 
ington street. West Newton, or those 
of tlie Texas Company for additional 
tanks at 769 Beacon street and 1119 
Walnut street; said tanks being for 
the purpose of storing the de luxe 
grade of gasoline. 

Robert L. Ryder, of Lexington, own- 
er of several acres of land which the 
city contemplates taking for play- 
ground purposes near the Cochituate 
aqueduct and Plymouth road, Newton 
Highlands, objected to tlie city tak- 
ing only the best section of his land 
and leaving him with tlie less desir- 
able pari. He wants the city to take 
all or none and gave notice that lie 
expects to receive in payment the 
full value of the property. James P. 
Gallagher, appearing for Hayfles & 
Hernandez, stated that Ills clients 
own part of the land included in tlie 
proposed taking and are willing to co- 
operate in every way in this project. 

Chnirmnn Hawkins of tlie Licenses 
Committee reported favorably on the 
renewals of a large number of li- 
censes tor billlurd tables, bowling al- 
leys. intelligence offices, junk collec- 
tors, express wagons and taxis. The 
Licenses Committee placed restric- 
tions on several licenses. Louis Gov- 
oni's lunch room at Commonwealth 
avenue. Auburndale, must close at 11 
o'clock nights. There has been much 
discussion over this lunch room. Un- 
til recently it was on the other side 
of the avenue. When Govoni applied 
for a change of location several 
months ago. his license transfer was 
held up because of complaints made 
regarding the alleged drinking of li- 
quor in this lunch room, the liquor hav- 
ing been brought in by customers. 
Complaint was also made because of 
he noise made by automobiles leaving 
from outside the lunch room after 11 
o'clock. Mr. Govoni's friends contend 
that he is being persecuted because of 
enmity fomented by a business rival. 

Ciolfi's pool room on Adams street 
must also close at 11 o'clock as a re- 
sult of protests made by Charles Bry- 
son and other neighbors who com- 
plained of noise made by patrons of 
this place late at night. 

James C. Heffron was given a per- 
mit to alter the garage building at 
966 Watertown street. West Newton, 
and to install three outside pumps 
in front of the garage near Davis 
Court. A part of tlie wall now located 
at the junction of the court and Water- 
town street will be razed. John Gam- 
bern was given a permit to conduct 
repair shop in the cement building 
at 13 Hawthorn street. This building 
to be sold to a company which 
services steam automobiles and which 
makes small steam boilers. 

The Licenses Committee turned 
down the petition of Jacob Cron for 
a junk license at 101 Lexington street, 
Auburndale. Cron, a Waltham junk 
dealer, had been collecting junk in 
this city without a license. He pur- 
chased the Lexington street property 
to qualify for a license ns a Newton 
resident, but has been repeatedly told 
lie cannot have a license at this loca- 
tion as it is not in a business zonj>. 
Chester McQueen who asked for an 
express license was also turned down 
as this location is also not in a busi- 
ness zone. 

The ordinance relating to the John 
C. Chaffin Educational Fund was 
amended to allow the Mayor to ap- 
point seven instead of five trustees. 
One of the additional trustees will be 
the Chairman of the School Commit- 
tee. 

Appropriations made by the Board 
included; — sewer in Tamworth road, 
$4266; sewer in Elgin street, $957; 
laying out and Improving Whitlowe 
road. $5081; completing work on 
Highland street, $630; sewer in High 
School field, $1978: sprinkler system 
at City Home on Winchester street, 
$1490. This latter sum was appro- 
priated at the request of the Chief 
of the Fire Department following the 
fatal fires at Brockton City Home and 
other similar institutions where aged 
persons are housed. Other appropria- 
tions were; — construction of Milo 
street, $5664; Noble street. $7316: Gil- 
bert street, $4212, grading High School 
football field. $16,905.

Newton Junior and Senior High Schools 
Antl-Bunimlng Hide Campaign. 
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Edward T. FitzGerald of 582 New- 
bury street. Boston, was in the New- 
ton court yesterday and was found 
guilty of driving while under the In- 
fluence of liquor. He was charged 
with being the operator of the auto- 
mobile which, on the night of April 
13th, crashed into tlie traffic signal ;u 
Washington street and Commonwealth 
avenue. West Newton, causing slight 
injuries to u woman who was a pas- 
senger in tlie car. FitzGerald denied 
that he was operating the car at the 
time of the accident. So did George 
Murphy who was also in the car. They 
denied having told the police on the 
night of the crash that FitzGerald 
was the driver and lestllied iliat they 
were both drunk when the accident 
occurred. FitzGerald was fined $100 
and the fine was suspended by Asso- 
ciate Judge W. Lloyd Allen who wu» 
on the bench. 

Mrs. Marjory O, Liming of 48 Bul- 
lard street, Newton Centre, wa 
$20 in the Newton court yesterday lof 
refusing to move her cur when re- 
quested to do so by a police officer. 
She appealed. Traffic Officer Cum- 
mings testified that he hud asked 
Mrs. Liming a few times to move her 
automobile from an area at the corner 
of Summer ami Beacon streets on 
which parking is prohibited, and that 
she hull refused. Mrs. Mining con- 
tended tlmt her car was parked lie 
yond the prohibited area. 

John J. Collins of Wultlmui was 
fined $75 In the Newton court yesler 
day by Judge Allen for driving while 
under the lulluouce of liquor. Col- 
lins was the operator of a cm- which 
collided with another car at Newlon- 
vllle recently. 


Legislation providing a pension for 
the widows and other dependents of 
policemen and firemen killed In the 
performance of their duty has been 
passed at this session of the General 
Court In such a way that It is believed 
that a problem of many years’ stand- 
ing seems to have been solved. At 
least there now appears to be some- 
thing comprehensive and the annual 
discussion before committees and in 
the two branches over pension bills 
for policemen and firemen killed while 
on duty will probably be avoided. A 
bill signed a couple of weeks ago 
by the Governor directs that the 
widow of a policeman or fireman 
killed shall receive $100() pension an- 
nually as long as she remains unmar- 
ried. Each minor child up to 18 years 
is to receive $200 annually. Until 
this week, however, the maximum 
total for tills purpose was not as 
great. The bill signed earlier allowed 
that the amount for pensioning 
widows and children should be three- 
fourths of tlie salary of the police- 
man or fireman. This week a bill has 
been enacted which increases tlie max- 
imum total to tlie full salury. Tills 
latter measure was necessary because 
three-fourths of the annual salary 
might not permit of more than two 
children receiving $200 annually 
should it happen there were four or 
more children. Now, with tlie maxi- 
mum totnl including the full salary, 
a larger number of children may be 
provided for by the cities and towns 
by which tlie policeman or fireman 
was employed. 

Tlie number of committee hearings 
has dwindled. Still some committees 
seem unable to clear their dockets 
and for that reason hearings are 
held daily. Power and Light has still 
the question of changing tlie laws gov- 
erning electric light and gas com- 
panies. Banks and Banking is inter- 
ested in some of these very pieces of 
legislation and has had to hold hear- 
ings. Municipal Finance has found 
that municipalities are still seeking 
authority to build schools and make 
street improvements and such meas- 
ures have to he considered. 

Director John li. May of the State 
Division of Ornithology is making 
every effort to correct a condition 
that threatens the lives of shore 
bidrs. The illegal dumping of fuel 
ell from steamships, etc., has brought 
about the killing of many birds. Dr 
May says that there is danger of 
complete extermination of some of the 
most beautiful species. He is trying 
to arouse a public protest that will 
result in some action calculated to put 
a stop to these happenings. 

Two constitutional amendments 
have been favorably reported by the 
Committees on Taxation and Const 1- 
tional Amendments. They relate to 
changes in the taxation laws which 
I lie special commission on taxation 
have urged in order to change tlie 
method and form of taxation in this 
State for tlie purpose of equalizing 
Hie burden of taxation. These rec- 
ommendations were matle by tlie spe- 
cial commission last yoar. Tlie con- 
stitutionality was questioned and tlie 
matter was put up to tlie Supreme 
Court. The latter ruled that in order 
to bring these changes about the State 
constitution would have to he amend- 
ed. That is a long process. If the 
two constitutional amendments pro- 
posed receive tlie favor of the Leg- 
islature they will be acted upon by 
tlie Senate and House in joint con- 
vention. If ratified this year they 
must be sent to tlie 1931 General 
Court. If ratified by that body they 
go the voters and will appear on the 
ballot in the State election in 1932 
when the electorate decides whether 
or not it wishes the constitution 
amended in this regard. 

The House this week, by rollcall, 
Dm; to Ho, pa> •■(! to be engrossed the 
hill providing for prompt payment of 
wages due domestic servants. The 
measure provides that anytime within 
three month.- on employe who has not 
received wi. • due may complain to 
the Stale Department of Labor and 
Industries. That department may no- 
tify the employer and, if payment is 
refused, the department proceed to 
prosecute. Failure of the employer 
to make payment provides a penalty 
of a fine of hoi less than $10 and not 
more than $5n or imprisonment in the 
House of Correction for not more than 
two inonihs in both fine and imprison- 
ment. The bill adds domestic servants 
to the law already in existence affect- 
ployi vho are paid by the 
week. Itcpre-ontative Lultwleler op- 
posed the bill on Hie ground that the 
imprisonment provision was loo dras- 
tic He saw no need for the bill. On 

Hie rollcall Representatives Baker, 

I nil wider and Thompson voted 
against tlie bill. 

On Thursday the Senate killed the 
bill without division or debute. 

Representatives Baker, Lultwleler 
ami Thompson voted on rollcall 
uguinst the bill authorizing the Over- 
• ers of Public Welfare In Boston to 
i '-instate James S. Klernun as clerk. 
The bill was rejected. 

Mayor Weeks' hill for authority to

Mrs. Helen W. Stevens, director of 
tlie Stevens School in Newton, which 
is nu open air school for little chil- 
dren. Introduced tlie speaker of the 
evening. Mr. Eugene Randolph Smith, 
principal of tlie Beaver Country Day 
School. Mr. Smith contrasted the 
school of tlq 1 past generations with the 
school of today in methods of teaching 
subject matter, of discipline, of char- 
acter development. Subjects are made 
real to tlie child by relating them- to 
every day life, so that learning be- 
comes a joy rather than the painful 
process which was thought necessary 
under the old method. Discipline Is 
from within rather than from without, 
mid Is therefore more permanent and 
constructive than tlie type which Is 
inspired by fear. 

Mr. Smith. ‘finally, in discussing the 
use of so-called Intelligence Tests, 
urged that parents realize that there 
are many types of intelligence, and 
that Hie ability to absorb learning 
from books is only one of them. There 
are people who are primarily "doers," 
mill their Intelligence needs training 
which may come from other sources 
than the acquiring of u university de- 
gree.

The Hospital was well remembered 
at Easier Time. Many lilies and oili- 
er plants and* flowers were received so 
t hat every ward and patient had fresh 
(lowers or plants. The reception hall 
and administrative offices eacli had 
their share, also. 

The Hospital is grateful to those 
who have helped In the surgical sup- 
ply room. This assistance is much n|>- 
preclnted and others who feel they 
liuve an hour or two to spare and 
would like to he of help will lie wel- 
comed at any time. The surgical sup- 
ply room in tlie now building, unlike 
tlmt in the old, is large and airy, with 
plenty of light from large windows. 
There is a graduate nurse in charge 
under whose direction (he work is 
done. The room is open from eight to 
live daily, including Saturdays, and 
helpers will he welcomed al any time. 
We will lie glad to have anyone who 
is interested get in touch with the 
Superintendent’s office by telephone. 

There Is a constant need for old 
linen for compresses. Any donations of 
old linen and old sheets to he used for 
t Ills purpose will bo greutly appreci- 
ated. 

Three members of tlie administra- 
tive staff of tlie hospital attended the 
funeral of Miss Linda Richards, tile 
first trained nurse. Miss Richards was 
tlie iirst applicant for uiliiiissloii, and 
tile Iirst graduate of tlie school of 
nursing ul the New England Hospital 
(•staiilislied in 1873. She was super- 
intendent. of the Training School ul 
the Mass. General Hospital, ami of 
tlie Boston City Hospital. Site inter 
organized a school in Kyoto, Japan. 
Returning to . AmerLcu site headed 
schools of nursing in I’hiludelphiii, 
Roxlmry, Brooklyn, Kalamazoo, Hart- 
ford. and Worcester. In recent years 
site has been in ill health, uml since 
1925 conlltied to liospituls. Site died 
on April 10, at tlie New England Hos- 


pital for Women and Children, nt the 
age of eighty-nine. 

Beginning thn month of April with 
only 127 patients in the hospital, tlie 
number had increased last week to 
109, mid now lias risen to 182. Of tills 
number 73 are paying as. much ns cost 
of care, or more, 71 nro paying pnrtlul 
cost of cure, and 38, including bailies 
nro receiving free care. 10 babies 
were born during the past week, 8 
girls and 8 hoys. Ill patients visited 
the out-patient department, nnd 8 the 
eye clinic. 1 patient was visited by 
the soelnl worker, nnd 3 transported 
by the social service cur. 17 acci- 
dents were admitted to the emer- 
gency ward. 

Eight of tlio seventeen accident cases 
admitted to tlie emergency ward dur- 
ing the past week were nutnmohllo ac- 
cidents. Three of these were men: one 
with a laceration of hla chin and lip, 
and a fractured knee cap: one with a 
laceration of ills scalp nnd abrasions 
of his elbow; nnd one with u 
lacerated knee. One woman wns suf- 
fering from a lacerated knee nnd lip, 
and contusions of her face, and an- 
other from a fractured arm. Two 
girls were treated, one for lacerations 
of her forehead, and one for a frac- 
tured collar bone. One boy was treat- 
ed for an injury to Ills ankle bone re- 
ceived while trying to Jump from a 
moving truck. Flvo men were treated 
for various injuries: one for a lacera- 
tion to his forehead caused by a base- 
ball hat, one for a dislocation and frac- 
ture of his left arm caused when ho 
fell from a tree, one for a fractured 
toe caused when lie dropped a cake of 
Ice on It. one for u wounded elbow 
caused when he fell while taking a 
shower bath, and ono for a bruised leg 
caused by u stone thrown by boys.

NORUMBEGA DISTRICT SUNDAY 
SCHOOL ASSOCIATION 

There were nearly 300 children and 
older friends in attendance at tho 
Good Friday services for hoys and 
girls in Waltham. This program was 
a co-operative affair between the Dis- 
trict Association and the Waltham 
Federal .on 

Plans are well under way for the 
Daily Vacation Church School to he 
hold in Newton Centre this coming 
summer. This undertaking is spon- 
sored, financed and supervised by the 
Newton Centre Council of Religious 
Education, of which Prof. James B. 
Berkeley is president. Another school 
is also being planned for Newtonville 
by the local Council of Religious Edu- 
cation. 

The International Council of Religi- 
ous Education, of which the State and 
District associations are auxiliaries, 
will hold a convention this year, June 
23-29, in Toronto, Canada. Such a 
convention is held once in four years, 
and seldom as near to New England 
ns this year. It is hoped that a good- 
ly number may avail themselves of 
the privilege. Two Directors of Re- 
ligious Education In the District, Miss 
Natalie Ham and .Miss Isabelle Chute, 
plan to attend. Others may also he 
planning to go, but the District Sec- 
retary knows as yet of only these two. 

This Convention is making special 
provision for the pastors who attend 
Dr. F. C. Eiselon of Northwestern 
University is in charge of these con- 
ferences which will deal specifically 
with the pastor's relation to the 
church school. The "Call” for tho 
Convention says, "It is the growing 
conviction of church lenders that the 
pastor is the key to successful religi- 
ous education in the local church." 
Tho slogan of the Convention "Every 
Church a School in Christian Living" 
emphasizes the fact that all the en- 
terprises of a church are educational 
to its youth and its children. Not only 
the Sunday School lessons, but the at- 
titudes of the older members, their 
ideals, their activities, their actions, 
constitute a part of tho religious edu- 
cational program of the church — 
whether for good or ill, who can say? 


People like to linve lawns and other 
people like to walk on them. Those 
who seem to delight in tramping 
where they arc not supposed to are la 
the majority and include all ages. 
Many householders take pride in rais- 
ing stretches of grass to ornament 
their grounds. It Is part of the beauty 
of every place and one of the things 
that give us the right to call Newton 
tho "Garden City". I haven’t heard 
that anybody has been given tho right 
to tread the greensward on every- 
body's property, but a lot of our popu- 
lation assume it. I’ll say It plays the 
mischief with numerous places, large 
and small. 

The man who does his own garden- 
ing, as well as the man who pays to 
have It done, always studies the lawn 
question in the Spring. He sees places 
where more grass seed may judicious- 
ly be sown and decides that a quantity 
of lawn dressing should he spread 
about. He pnys for it, watches over 
It and takes pride In Its growth. Why 
then should a number of people decide 
to ramble across it when they know it 
is displeasing to the owner and ruins 
the lawn iself? 

The edges seem to be the target of 
people on the sidewalk. Youngsters 
are the worst offenders and although 
they may he excused on the pretext 
that they don't know any better, their 
parents should not be permitted to 
escape criticism or rebuke. The man 
who delivers from the store, the paper 
boy, the milkman and others are al- 
ways in a hurry and some of them 
heedlessly scamper over the grass. 
That isn’t so had as the tramping 
down of the lawn edges. If you will 
notice ns you pass through tho streets 
of Newton you will find that appar- 
ently our sidewalks are not large 
enough and that many folks must 
crush the edge of the lawn until it is 
bare. I doubt if widening the side- 
walks would accomplish much. These 
same people would let their children 
run over the grass just the same and 
possibly would join them in a romp. 

You will see those pitiful signs. 
"Please do not walk here", "Keep off 
the Grass”, “No Trepassing", “Do not 
cross here, Police Take Notice" and 
such. How hopeless are most of them. 
Nobody pays tho slightest attention 
except to observe that the owner must 
he a grouch or he would not post such 
signs. Well, I don’t know what you’re 
going to do about it, unless use It as 
an argument that we are not so pro- 
gressive In consideration of others as 
we try to make ourselves believe.

Court. I have an idea, if one may 
respectfully comment on the highest 
judicial body in the State, that tho 
distinguished justice who penned that 
pltrase. with the approval of his col- 
leagues, may have had his own private 
chuckle at the moment. If you don't 
happen to know, the court was an- 
swering a question of the Legislature 
as to whether the latter had the right 
to put judges of advanced years on 
part-time work as if they were chop- 
ping wood or something like that. 
But judges under our constitution are 
appointed to serve “during good be 
havior" and not (and this isn't In the 
constitution) at tho whim of the 2S*‘ 
members of our Great and General 
Court. 

So the speed age of which we sc 
gleefully boast has had a temporary 
set-back and some change will have to 
he made in our constitution before it 
may bo decided off-lmnd that a vener- 
able judge is "slipping" and not ns 
"fly” on the bench ns he might he. 
I am glad that we have a constitu- 
tion for I don’t know where we'd land 
without it. ’t'lie notions that seize 
some people, many legislators includ- 
ed, would end in a state of — well, let’s 
not think about it. 

If the assertion that one is not open 
to censure because one happens to ho 
70 years old Is not the best line that 
you have road In a long time then I’m 
off this suggesting business. This is 
not tho age to whack, metaphorically 
of course, the individual who has at- 
tained three score years ami ten. In 
the opinion of some of the younger 
crowd it may be the finish, but they’re 
all wet as they themselves would ex- 
press it. 

There is much serious attention 
given nowadays to proper living: 
much study of how to stay young and 
all that sort of thing. Gaze about you 
and see how many of 70 years are far 
from taking tho count. Many men and 
women are going strong at 70. Some 
a bit bettor than that. I am reminded 
of a line created by the late T. A. 
Dorgnu, whose delightful cartoons 
were signed "TAD." Remember it •’ 
He said, “Dear old grandma, wo used 
to put her in bed at 9 o'clock. Now 
wo let her in at 3 a. ni." 

All joking aside it is certui tlj good 
news to learn that Massachusetts is 
going after the mosquito. And n« for 
jokes about mosquitoes they are as 
old as these Insects themselves, which, 
according to Prof. Robert \V. Wales, 
consulting entomoligsi of the State 
Reclamation Board, have afflicted 
mankind from tho days of Herodotus. 
He says that they swarmed “la pro- 
digious numbers in curly Egypt" and 
ho didn’t mean Egypt, Mass. 

If there is anything noble about 
mosquito lineage 1 for one fail to ap- 
preciate it and am not tho least in- 
clined to luy-off ’em Just because "the 
army of Julian the apostate on one 
occasion was so fiercely attacked by 
mosquitoes ns to ho driven buck." 1 
have soon armies of mosquitoes my- 
self mid in fact I believe they are 
all trained fighters. That they should 
vuuquish uii army of human beings 
is no surprise. Neither Is it astound- 
ing to learn from the writings of 
Puusuiilus that "the inhabitants of 
cities lit undent Greece were some- 
times forced to abandon tlmir homes 
on account of mosquitoes making it 
impossible for them to remain."

end of trouble. For all I know it may 
have beea one reason that the human 
race decided to wear plenty of clothes 
in hot weather despite the uncom 
fortable and sticky feeling that go**! 
with this kind of raiment. 

My earliest introduction to appar- 
ently successful methods of combating 
these tiny winged creatures was on 
a farm. Over the bed in the chamber 
assigned to me as a city boarder I 
found a sheet of netting suspended 
Its color was a deep but delicate pink 
and it hung something like a tent. In 
order to fully enjoy its benefits the 
sleeper lifted it up and crawled b 
neath. Once with the bed clothing ad- 
justed he found himself protected by 
the liberal hangings of mosquito net- 
ting. In my case it produced a sort of 
smothery sensation. 

. As I recall the first night was the 
hardest. I could not persuade myself 
that I was not a fish that had been 
caught off the Grand Banks. So I 
decided to dispense with the netting. 
Shortly after 1 had dozed off I began 
to realize that if I wasn’t a fish I was 
some kind of a meal and that there 
wore many diners that evening. Well, 
you know the kind of a night it must 
have been and why I so well re- 
member all the circumstances. 


Now then as to the present hour and 
its needs. Prof. Wales says, “The 
so-called pestiferous or non-disease 
carrying mosquitoes provide the prin- 
cipal problem In Massachusetts.” I 
am ready to stand with him on that. 
He further says, “There are several 
species of these mosquitoes so that 
generally wherever standing water 
occurs there are mosquitoes ready to 
utilize It.” Again 1 agree with the 
Professor. “Pestiferous mosquitoes,” 
lie continues, “are found in all parts 
of the State, in some places numerous 
enough only to cause occasional an- 
noyance; in others, such enormous 
numbers occur as to make the locality 
they infest untenable.” I cun testify 
that I have been in botli places but 
more often In the latter. 

I have seen a pleasant veranda 
group driven to desparatiou. if going 
indoors on a sizzling July night is 
desperation, and 1 think it is. When 
invited to occupy a chair and enjoy 
the company of friends one has a 
right to feel well satisfied with the 
world and those about him, particu- 
larly the people who have been so nice 
ns to invite him to "come up and sit 
down.” Under these delightful condi- 
tions one sits back in contentment. 
But not for long. Pretty soon some- 
body slaps bis leg, or rather bis ankle. 
Then another swats himself back of 
the ear. The guests try to conceal 
their sufferings as politeness demands. 
But a true host or hostess soon grasps 
the situation and observes. “Don’t 
you think we’d be more comfortable 
Inside.” Thus everything is ruined 
as far as outdoor diversions are outl- 
et rued. 

If the State of Massachusetts will 
get rid of mosquitoes there should he 
a substantial reward paid out of the 
taxpayers’ money to that individual 
or whatever body accomplishes such 
an end. Therefore, 1 am glad to he

tion."

The Mather Class 


"The Life Everlasting” was tho sub- 
ject of Prof. Klrtley F. Mather's lec- 
ture on Easter Sunday morning be- 
fore the Muther Class at the Newton 
Centre Woman's Club House. 

Tills was the seventh lecture In the 
Herles on "Tho Reconstruction of 
Religion.” 

When tho subject of everlasting life 
Is brought up, It Is not at all un- 
common for people to say that they 
have plenty of trouble to look after 
in this life without bothering about 
any other. 

in times past there have been some 
people who have given so much 
thought to the future life that they 
have neglected the present life. They 
have withdrawn from this world and 
kept their eyes steadily on their heav- 
enly mansions In tho skleH, with the 
result that they hnve diverted their 
attention altogether from the econom- 
ic life of those about them. 

Although we should not concentrate 
our attention on the future life to the 
neglect of our common duty to our 
fellow man here, that does not mean 
that we should go to the other ex- 
treme and Ignore it. A hoy very prop- 
erly plans wlmt sort of man he is 
going to he. Those very plans may 
contribute materially to his welfare 
and efficiency as a hoy. Similarly the 
adult can contribute to the welfare 
of tlie present by an appropriate con- 
sideration of the future. 

A firmly founded faith In future ex- 
istence. or in what Is going to happen 
in the hereafter, will make better 
citizens. But the truth must not tie 
pushed too far or it will become ridi- 
culous. The balanced position of the 
happy medium is best. Then values 
will result. 

Easter comes at a favorable time to 
consider these tilings. It Is the spring 
of the year. Wo are making plans for 
the coming season when most of our 
pleasures come and when weather 
conditions are most attractive to look 
forward to. There are many avenues 
of approach to tills subject of the ever- 
lasting life. Some of them have been 
surveyed to the end and found fruit- 
less. 

Tlie facts about the future life after 
the death of the body .cannot he as- 
certained by an autopsy of tlie body. 
There's nothing to be learned that 
way. Many attempts have been made 
to locate the soul. It can’t he found. 
No organ of the body can he shown to 
contain tlie soul. The soul's location 
is still unknown. Every attempt to 
discover anything about man's ever- 
lusting life by physical or material 
means has failed. Every expression 
of energy which we can perceive with 
our senses is temporary and local. 
There is nothing eternal about man 
that is externally apparent. A mater- 
ial expression of anything, is not 
eternal. 

Seances, oocultations, and incanta- 
tions of mediums are no good. Every 
attempt along that line has. for most 
individuals, failed. You cannot in 
that way demonstrate to man tlie con- 
tinuity of his personality after the 
death of the body. That is no way to 
prove tlie life everlasting. 

And now for the proof of history. 
We have tlie Billie and other docu- 
ments, but Prof. Mather confined him- 
self to mentioning these other docu- 
ments without telling what they were. 
The reports of tlie Resurrection are 
not absolutely identical. This is nat- 
ural. because several people will not 
normally report anything just alike. 
Variations are expected. Prof. Mather 
said that, historically, the Resurrec- 
tion was attested no more than other 
events which are frequently doubted 
historically. Again, he did not enum- 
erate tlie other evetns. 

Prof. Mather allowed that something 
happened on that first Easter hut lie 
did not know what it was. lie could 
not explain it or even describe it. He 
did not think that life everlasting was 
fixed by a particular incident that 
occurred at a particular moment of 
earth history. 

Now what is it that we are trying 
to prove? We desire, of course, to 
continue an existence which, for tlie 
most part, has been pleasing and sat- 
isfactory. Our egotism and natural, 
normal selllsliness make us hate to 
give up tlie attempt to finish what we 
have set our hands to do. It is hard 
to say precisely what we do want, lie- 
cause we want such different tilings. 
However, all tlie world unites in one 
tiling. We all demand of the world 
that it must he reasonable. There 
must be some sense to the scheme 
of things. We do find a rational res- 
ponse to the world round about us. 
Things happen in a reasonable, ra- 
tional. and consistent way. Tlie 
world is integrated. There is a fund- 
amental principle of unillcation, a 
part of which we Mud at every turn. 

People display individuality and 
personality. They hnve tlie ability 
to recognize value in the world. They 
estimate tlie worth, in a spiritual way, 
of works of art, buildings, organiza- 
tions of society, kinds of conduct, at- 
titudes toward life, and ideas. They 
recognize values in existence. The 
most valuable tiling yet created In 
tlie universe is personality. You must 
believe this or eiso deny that there 
ure any differences in value in tlie 
star, tlie quartz crystal, tlie amoeba, 
and man. 

Prof. Mather said ho »vas not con- 
cerned with tlie street number of his 
i mansion on the pearly street of lienv- 
I on or how far from the gate It was. 
The great tiling to him was tlie pre- 
servation in tin- universe of the most 
I valuable tiling that the universe lias. 
and this Is personality. It must lie

“I cordially commend tlie observ 
nnee of Garden Week for tlie purpose 
of creating interest in more and bet- 
ter gardens, from tlie health and con- 
tentment that comes from contact 
with Mother Earth, for Hie conserva- 
tion of our native trees and flowers;

our homes, school grounds, and city 
parks.

conservnble and it must lie conserved. 
It would lie senseless for God or the 
world order or the curvature of tlie 
cosmos (whatever name you wish to 
apply) to expend the energy and time 
necessary to produce personality, only 
to destroy it. especially when it is 
produced out of such unpromising mat- 
erials as star dust, the 92 elements, 
primeval slime, and Devonian lung 
fish. There is no reason to doubt 
God's ability to preserve that which 
has been thus produced. To produce 
the personality in tlie first place is far 
more difficult than to preserve its val- 
ue, once it is produced. 

if there is no life everlasting, we 
must conclude that the world is sense- 
less. insane, and devoid of reason, 
or else that personality has no value 
whatever. Neither conclusion is de- 
sirable or true. There is life everlast- 
ing. What is it? That we cannot 
tell. There is no hope that we shall 
ever discover what it is. any more 
than the unborn child can ever discov- 
er what his adult life is going to be. 

There ure many working hypoth- 
eses. One is that there is a dissolu- 
tion of tlie individual personality and 
a contribution of it to cosmic person- 
ality. Another hypothesis is the con- 
tinued existence of the distinct and sep- 
arate entity of each individual. We 
cannot reach a logical selection. Faith 
enters in. Faith is required when we 
commit ourselves to a definite scheme 
of tilings, ns to belief in the nature of 
the life everlasting. 

Something happened that lirst East- 
er. Prof. Mather said ho was not in- 
terested in the mechanics of a rolling 
stone or the biology of a resuscitated 
body. That is strictly personal with 
him. To him tho spiritual reaction of 
the Disciples is the big tiling. They 
hud thought Jesus would save tlie na- 
tion. They were broken-hearted at 
having trusted what to them was the 
wrong mini, who had fulled. Then 
whatever it was that happened re- 
sulted in n complete revolution in the 
spiritual lives of the Disciples. They 
knew that Jesus hud not failed. 

Jesus was now nearer to them than 
Liver. Whenever wo commit our lives 
I in Jesus, we are convinced Hint He 
| lives today. Jesus said, "Into Tll.v 
| hands I commend my spirit." That 
was man's greatest faitli and tliut 
makes Kuster possible today. God 
will preserve all our values. It is 
necessary for us to build values into 
our lives so God will have something 
to preserve. 

Wo expect n response because Jesus 
displayed the chnracter of God, deni- 
oustrntod great fiittli, and expects us 
to do tlie same.

“Have talks on gardening and tree 
planting and on bird sanctuaries broad- 
cast by radio and press. Ask the man- 
agement of the moving picture thea- 
tres to show dims and colored slides 
of parks, gardens, trees, flowers and 
birds. 

Request every Women's Club, 
Church, School, Fraternal and Civic 1 or- 
ganization, Boy anil Girl Scout troops, 
and Camp Fire Girls' groups to plant 
trees, ami have talks on gardening and 
on nature's beauty spots at their meet- 
ings during that week or the week 
following. 

Organize Junior Garden Clubs. 
Encourage the children to have gar- 
dens of their own. by offering prlzeH 
for the best flower and vegetable gar- 
dens, apple trees, rose bushes, etc. 
Adopt for your city some flower that 
grows easily In the locality, nnd ask 
for a general planting of that flower. 
Urge tiie conservation of your native 
trees, shrubs and flowers. Plant ever- 
greens in your home gardens, school 
grounds and city parks to illuminate 
next Christmas. Scatter seeds of 
your State flower along the highways, 
and, when the Nation's flower has 
been selected, urge everyone who lias 
a garden to cultivate that flower to 
perfection. 

Illustrated lectures may be obtain- 
ed from the Department of Agricul- 
ture and State Agricultural Colleges, 
tlie Art in the Home and Garden Div- 
ision of .-the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs, the American Gar- 
den Association, Garden City, N. Y.; 
the American Rose Society, West 
Grove, Pa., Better Homes & Gardens, 
Des Moines, la., and from local land- 
scape artists. 

Have an exhibit of bird houses, bird 
feeding stations, and bird baths In 
the shop windows to encourage the 
building of a bird sanctuary in every 
garden. 

Organize a Garden Club that will 
have for its object: to stimulate in- 
terest in gardening, promote civic im- 
provement. conserve native trees and 
flowers, protect the birds, hold flower 
shows and conduct garden contests. 

This last suggestion is a city pro- 
ject that could become one of the fin- 
est methods of celebrating the Ter- 
centenary, for it would make for all 
time a city beautiful that would be a 
lasting Memorial of delight and pride 
for citizens.

Of tiie measles vic- 
tims 9ti reside in Ward 3 and 90 in 
Ward 6. 

The Health Department investigated 
15 complaints during March and abat- 
ed 10 nuisances. Thirty samples of 
milk were tested during March, und 
inspections made of 13 dairies, 9 bak- 
eries, 155 markets and provision 
stores.
